If a cruise to Alaska or to 
Europe is in your plans, now is the time 
to apply for space, while it’s still avail- 
able. Or if you haven’t time for longer 
tours, you can follow the signs of spring 
as it moves from South to North. 


SOUTHWEST 

The Arizona desert is putting on its finest 
show of wild flowers right now, with many 
varieties of cacti flaunting incredible color 
on green stems. 

There are Don’s Club Travelcades each 
weekend to historic and scenic spots in 
the Phoenix area. Exhibition big league 
baseball games are played each weekend 
in the Tucson area.

A tangled web of steamship, airline, and highway routes seems to tie Alaska with the 
Pacific Northwest. In actual fact, only coastal cities and Fairbanks are connected 


What does Alaska offer? 


Only through careful selection of combinations of transportation and 
routes can you get full value in Alaska travel 


FICTION AND FACT of Alaska have 
produced many fantastic tales. The tour- 
ist planning his first visit to this last fron- 
tier is faced with a major problem when 
he tries to sort the two. Because legend 
often is far more fascinating than truth, 
the average person believes what he wants 
about a place he has never seen firsthand. 
This accounts, in a large part, for the 
widespread misinformation that is circu- 
lated about Alaska. Many a tourist re- 
turning from Alaska admits that “‘it 
wasn’t what I expected.” 

Tales of the Big Stampede and the Trail 
of Ninety-eight make picturesque fiction. 
Most of these stories are about as ap- 
plicable today to Alaska as the popular 
rootin’-tootin’ cowboy movie is to the real 
Far West. 

Travel information about Alaska is con- 
fusing. Many tourists take a trip to 
Alaska and do not see it. Many waste time 
and money on almost impossible trip com- 
binations. Here, in brief, are the options 
offered in ways to travel. Each is evalu- 
ated for time, pocketbook, and coverage 
of the territory. 


DRIVING UP AND BACK 
Southern terminus of the Alaska High- 
way is Dawson Creek, British Columbia 


(the highway marker here is “Mile Zero”), 
now reached only through Edmonton, 
Alberta. Thus, Alaska-bound motorists 
must first head east. The new Har« High- 
way, now under construction from Prince 
George, British Columbia, to Dawson 
Creek, will eliminate this back-tracking at 
some future date. 

You can drive all the way to Fairbanks, 
by way of Edmonton and Dawson Creek, 
over the Alaska Highway which has a 
graveled, all-weather surface. 

This is for the tourist or fisherman who is 
willing to drive mile on endless mile to 
view some scenes of grandeur or make a 
good catch of trout. For the round-trip 
drive and side trips, you should allow six 
weeks time, should plan on an expendi- 
ture of a minimum of $800 for two, and 
have a car in top operating condition. 
Two-thirds of the 1,523-mile northbound 
journey from Dawson Creek to Fairbanks 
is in Canada—British Columbia and Yu- 
kon Territory—and only one-third in 
Alaska. Unless you make side trips off the 
Alaska Highway, you will see none of the 
features usually associated with the ter- 
ritory—the famous glaciers, the coastline 
of Alaska, totem poles, or Eskimos. The 
highway cuts through the interior over 
tundra, swampy muskeg, and low ranges

of mountains, called “bush country” by 
resident Alaskans. 


SIDE TRIPS FROM FAIRBANKS 

When you get to Fairbanks, you will en- 
joy your car. Short drives in and around 
Fairbanks include visits to the University 
of Alaska, the residential area, Farmers 
Loop Road, and Dairy Farm. A short trip 
of 72 miles on the Elliott Highway will 
take you into the gold-mining country 
around Livengood. If you want to drive as 
far north as the highways go, take an 
overnight trip from Fairbanks up the 162- 
mile Steese Highway to Circle, with an 
eight-mile side trip to Circle Hot Springs, 
Alaskan vacation spot where cabbages 
grow as big as wash tubs. 

Circle, at the end of the highway on the 
banks of the Yukon, is an Indian village, 
42 miles south of the Arctic Circle. There 
is a 10-mile stretch of the Steese Highway 
across which caribou herds migrate in 
spring and in mid-August. Also, your car 
may scare a moose or bear out of the 
brush anywhere along the way. 
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Fairbanks side trips by rail, air, highway 


From Fairbanks, a variety of side trips 
also can be made by air and rail.-You can 
fly to Nome, site of the 1900 gold rush, 
and to Kotzebue, and to the Bering Strait. 
In Nome and Kotzebue, Eskimo capital 
of Alaska, you will see Eskimos in their 
native dress, following their traditional 
occupations. Shorter air trips may be 
made to Fort Yukon, an Indian village on 
the Arctic Circle, or to Dawson in the 
Klondike country. 

By rail, there’s the 122-mile trip to Mt. 
McKinley National Park and a 356-mile 
trip to Anchorage. You can ship your car 
from Fairbanks to Anchorage by rail— 
you must have it taken off at Mt. Mc- 
Kinley Park Station if you wish to ex- 
plore the 90 scenic miles of roads within 
the park. In order to get a full view of 
Mt. McKinley’s 20,300-foot towering 
peak, you must take the drive by car or 
bus within the park. From neither the 
lodge nor the railroad can you get such 
a view. 

To drive from Fairbanks to Anchorage, 
you head back down the Alaska Highway 
toward Big Delta (95 miles), thence on 
the Richardson Highway 138 miles to 
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Gulkana and 14 miles to Glenn Highway 
Junction. Turn west 141 miles on Glenn 
Highway, which goes through spectacu- 
lar glacier country, mountainous areas 
abounding in wild game, and the famed 
Matanuska Valley near Anchorage. 

The 116-mile side trip south along the 
Richardson Highway to Valdez is consid- 
ered by many as the best motor trip in 
Alaska because of its scenic beauty. From 
Anchorage you return to the Glenn-Rich- 
ardson Highways junction and turn south. 
Returning to the Alaska Highway you 
backtrack to the junction at Gulkana on 
the Copper River and bear northeast. 
This puts you on the Tok Cutoff, 136 
miles, which connects with the Alaska 
Highway at Tok Junction. From Tok 
Junction it is 1,318 miles to Mile Zero at 
Dawson Creek.

Remember, don’t expect ordinary motor- 
ing comforts or mile after mile of scenic 
grandeur on the Alaska Highway. If you 
are equipped for camping and like your 
country new and raw, the highway’s offer- 
ings will outweigh its faults. 

To avoid the long drive to Alaska, some 
tourists combine land and water facilities 
by shipping their cars up through the In- 
side Passage and across the Gulf of Alaska 
to Seward. Glaciers, totem poles, and rug- 
ged shore-line mountains are common- 
place along this waterway. 

From Seward, the car must be shipped by 
train to Anchorage. Tickets and freight- 
ing usually are sold in combination from 
Seattle to Anchorage. From Anchorage 
you may motor in Alaska along the routes 
previously described. On the return trip, 
drive down the Alaska Highway. 


ALTERNATE WAYS 

Another alternative is to ship your car 
to Valdez with stopovers at Ketchikan, 
Wrangell, Petersburg, and Juneau. Make

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and return by boat from either Valdez or 
Seward. This would involve the least 
driving, but would cost more money than 
any of the alternative routes by car. 
(For example of costs: $385.56 freight 
round trip for 3,500-pound car.) You 
would see most of Alaska, but would miss 
the Yukon Territory and all except the 
northern-most part of the Alaska High- 
way. Also, you may ship your car to 
Haines, Alaska’s southern-most port that 
connects with the Alaska Highway. Drive 
160 miles along Haines Highway to the 
Alaska Highway and double back south 
95 miles to Whitehorse, Yukon Territory. 
From Whitehorse, there are several side 
trips by air, by river steamer, and by rail. 
Then, drive north 605 miles along the 
highway to Fairbanks. Drive back down 
the highway 510 miles to Haines Junc- 
tion, on to Haines via the Haines High- 
way, and return by water. Care must be 
exercised to allow enough time to make 
the return sailing date. This route is the 
preferred way to go if you wish to see 
both Alaska and the Yukon and avoid the 
Canadian approach roads to the high- 
way. (See Sunset for April for a detailed 
report on the Alaska Highway.) 


IF YOU FLY 

Leave Seattle on a Pan American Airways 
flight for Juneau and then on to White- 
horse and Fairbanks with stopovers, if 
desired. Canadian Pacific Air Lines also 
serves Whitehorse and Fairbanks from 
Vancouver, British Columbia. From Fair- 
banks, there are many side trips by air. 
There are now at least 20 certified United 
States carriers with Territorial air routes. 
It is possible to go anywhere by combin- 
ing scheduled flights and charter flights 
with “bush” pilots. (Side trips by bus 
also may be made on the routes indicated 
by car.) Then go to Anchorage by plane, 
train, or bus. Additional air side trips may 
be made out of Anchorage. Return may 
be made from Anchorage by plane down 
the coast to Juneau and Seattle. North- 
west Airlines has regular flights along the 
coast route. An alternative fteturn trip 
could be made by water from Anchorage 
via Seward. 

Advantages of flying are manifold. Ex- 
pense is the only real disadvantage to see- 
ing Alaska by air, unless you get into bad 
flying weather. You save both time and 
energy and can go places not reached by 
other means of transportation. If you 
have only a two-week vacation and wish 
to see Alaska, air is your only possibility, 
outside of a very short cruise up the In- 
side Passage with a side trip from Skag- 
way to Whitehorse. Only by air can a 
tourist get completely off the beaten path. 
A “bush” pilot will take you into virgin 
Alaska wilds; he will fly you over the In- 
ternational Dateline to give you a “look- 
see” by air at Siberia’s coastline. If you 
choose, you can go hunting or fishing with 
him. Many bush pilots maintain regular, 
dependable schedules in all kinds of 
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weather conditions over some of the most 
difficult flying terrain. 


IF YOU GO BY BOAT 

Sail from Seattle by the Inside Passage, 
seeing all the coastal Alaska towns en 
route to Seward. There you take the 
Alaska Railroad into Anchorage. After a 
stopover you may continue on the train 
to Mt. McKinley National Park and Fair- 
banks (470 miles from Seward). Make 
optional side trips from Mt. McKinley 
Park Station, Anchorage, or Fairbanks by 
plane or bus. 

This is the trip for those who wish to 
spice a leisurely sea voyage with exciting 
scenery. Glaciers to the water’s edge; 
towns built on timbered fjords; totem 
poles, salmon canneries, and historical re- 
mains of Gold Rush and Russian-Alaskan 
days are included. Time and money spent 
is optional. You can make the cruise from 
Seattle for about $300 for two weeks. For 
extended side trips from Fairbanks and 
other interior areas, you will need to allow 
more time and money. 


INSIDE PASSAGE AND YUKON ONLY 
Leave by ship from Seattle or Vancouver 
for Skagway. There you take the White 
Pass and Yukon Route, 110 miles by rail 
over the Coast Range and through the ’98 
gold-rush country to Whitehorse. From 
there, a stern-wheeler river boat goes 
down the Yukon to Dawson, Yukon Ter- 
ritory, in two days. The return trip takes 
four to six days by boat, and a few hours 
by air if arrangements are made in ad- 
vance. Side trips may be made out of 
Whitehorse by bus. The return trip is 
again over the railroad to Skagway to 
meet your ship for the return sailing. An 
alternate return may be made by air to 
Seattle or Vancouver or by bus to Ed- 
monton, Alberta. 

The cruise from Seattle to Skagway is the 
most popular “trip to Alaska.” It can be 
made in eight days, costs about $150 
round trip, and satisfies many tourists that 
they have “seen Alaska.” Although this 
is only a tiny area in the southernmost 
part of Alaska, massed along this route 
are many of the scenic and historic won- 
ders of the territory. 


The round-trip fare from Skagway to 
Whitehorse by rail is $30 plus $4.50 tax. 
Skagway was the jumping-off place for 
the stampeders of ’98, while Whitehorse is 
the “metropolis” of the Yukon. It boomed 
during the Gold Rush and again during 
World War II and is striving hard to cling 
to its roaring past. 


The stern-wheeler trip, 460 miles down 
the Yukon River to Dawson, the scene 
of the first gold strike in ’96, costs $90 
plus tax, round trip. The wise tourist does 
not buy a round trip but backtracks by 
air and saves himself three days’ time. In 
fact, to see the most of Alaska, make it a 
practice to go by one route, return by an- 
other. Your miles of scenic pleasures will 
be doubled, and there will be new experi- 
ences with each mode of travel.

By selecting from the suggested itiner- 
aries, you can put together a combination 
trip that will be expensive and will require 
a minimum of six weeks travel—but you 
will come away with the feeling that 
you've really seen Alaska. Here is a sug- 
gested combination from a Sunset reader 
who saw Alaska in "48: 

Ship your car from Seattle to Valdez by 
steamer with stops at Ketchikan, Wran- 
gell, Petersburg, Juneau, and a side trip 
to Sitka. Drive the Richardson and Glenn 
highways to Anchorage, and take side 
trips to Seward and Kodiak Island by 
railroad and by air. 

Then, ship your car by rail to Fairbanks 
with a stopover at Mt. McKinley Na- 
tional Park. Drive the Steese Highway 
from Fairbanks to Circle. Take side trips 
by air to Nome, Kotzebue, and the Ber- 
ing Strait. 

Return home down the Alaska Highway 
to Dawson Creek and Edmonton, B. C., 
with alternate routes or side trips to 
Haines by highway and to Skagway by 
the White Pass & Yukon Route. Steamer 
connections can be arranged.

Books 

Among the standard references on Alaska 
are A Guide to Alaska by Merle Colby 
(1939), and Opportunity in Alaska by 
George Sundborg (1945). 


Two recent books will add much to your 
enjoyment of Alaska and give you a bet- 
ter understanding of the impact of civili- 
zation and a World War on this remote 
territory. Alaska Now by Herbert Hil- 
scher, published by Little, Brown, and 
Company, 1948 ($3.00) is perhaps the best 
current treatment of Alaska by a mem- 
ber of the Alaska Development Board. 


It is a “compendium of what Alaskans 
think about their Territory and their 
hopes for its future.” The author explodes 
pot-of-gold tales, saying that the honest 
story is plenty good enough to attract a 
million Americans from the United States. 
Though not strictly for the traveler, a 
book of this kind is an excellent traveler’s 
reference. There are many pertinent notes, 
although the advice about travel on the 
Alaska Highway is already outmoded by 
the lifting of restrictions and improved 
facilities along its route. The author 
speaks from personal and family experi- 
ence. Mr. Hilscher, like his father before 
him, lives in Alaska. 


Hunting and Fishing in Alaska by Russell 
Annabel, published by Alfred A. Knopf, 
1948 ($5.50) gives a picture of Alaska 
fish and game as seen by an able story- 
teller and his boon companions. It is also 
in the way of becoming an account of 
things past. The advent of the amphibian 
plane and the “meat hunter” is rapidly 
cutting into a dwindling game supply. 
Some categories are in immediate danger 
unless further protection is provided. The 
publishers could have made the book 
more readable if some sort of map had 
been provided.

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Fishing for eels 


WHEN A MAN noted throughout the 
United States as an authority on Sierra 
trout fishing recommends eel fishing, we 
show more than ordinary interest. Charles 
McDermand, author of Waters of the 
Golden Trout Country and Yosemite and 
Kings Canyon Trout, here gives details 
how to do it on an eel fishing expedition. 
If you should happen to have a free day 
when the sea is calm and there is a minus 
tide, why not get acquainted with the salt 
water eels? Fishing for them is a unique 
type of angling, and the strong and slip- 
pery eel is delicious after a session with 
some hot bacon grease and a frying pan. 
Eel fishing is inexpensive. An absolute 
minimum of equipment is required. How- 
ever, it must be correct. Use a bamboo 
pole some 7 or 8 feet long, strong, yet 
springy enough to feel the eel when he 
takes the bait. To the tip of the pole, 
attach an 18-inch piece of thick, strong, 
and stiff but springy wire. From this wire, 
suspend a short, 4-inch leader of 45-pound 
cutty-hunk or heavy gut, and a No. 2 or 4 
sheepshead hook. If sheepsheads are un- 
available, any hook in these sizes will do 
the trick, providing it is extremely heavy, 
sturdy, and short shanked. For bait use 
prawns, mussels, clam necks, or any tough 
bait. The bait must be tough or the eel 
will remove it without being felt. 


As an eel fisherman you should wear your 
oldest shirt, sweater, and pants, and a pair 
of tennis shoes or old work shoes with 
hobnails. You will have to wade through 
shallow channels between rocks, and 
chances are good that you will slip and 
fall in. The rocks are as slick as wet glass 
Hip boots are worthless. Even a felt-soled 
pair will slide, and you will most cer- 
tainly go in over the tops. Better to just 
wade in with old clothes. You’re going to 
get wet anyway. 

To hold your catch, instead of a creel, 
sling a gunnysack around your waist with 
stout cord. A word of caution: If there is 
even the tiniest hole in the sack, you will 
lose your eels. 

For cleaning the eels, take along a very 
sharp knife and a pair of pliers. 

Get a fishing license, of course, and check 
on the seasons and bag limits in your area, 


WHERE TO FIND EELS 

Select a section of rocky coastline which 
shows an abundance of kelp at low tide. 
Eels seem to eat kelp as well as live in it. 
Climb out carefully on the rocks which 
have been exposed by the ebb. The eels 


are hiding in the little holes, crevices, and

indentations under the boulders. They 
may be in only six inches of water, or 
deeper, and they may also be in holes 
above water line. 

Eels are probably as wary as trout. Be as 
quiet as possible while climbing over the 
slippery rocks. Poke the springy wire tip 
of the rod, with the baited hook attached, 
along the base of a rock where you think 
there might be an eel hole concealed by 
water. Try not to bang the tip of the rod 
around in the hole. Attempt to keep it 
steady in the crevice for several minutes. 





If you feel something move, or feel a slight 
pull, there is a customer in the hole. Give 
him time to mouth the bait, let his pull 


become stronger, and finally draw him 
from his den. This may sometimes be dif- 


- ficult, for eels seem to have an ability to 


hang onto rocks with their tails. 
Sometimes, when the bait is inserted into 
a hole, it is immediately greeted by a quick 
series of little strikes—bing, bing, bing! 
Pull quickly, as you would in trout fish- 
ing, and out will come.a chunky kelp cod, 
sea trout, capazone, or salt water perch. 
All of these fish are delicious eating. 
When an eel or any of the other fish is 
hooked, hoist it out and drop it into the 
gunnysack. Drop in the eel without try- 
ing to remove the hook. After the eel is 
safely in the sack, cut the leader and leave 
the hook in it to be retrieved when it’s 
cleaned. Since the hook has been swal- 
lowed deep, it has to be cut out. Time is 
too precious to waste removing hooks. 
The tide is coming in and fishing time is 
short. Carry a dozen hooks and leaders 
already tied so you can attach one with- 
out delay. 

After you have a sack of eels, or when the 
returning tide has ended the fishing, re- 
tire to a rock above high water and clean 
the eels. With a very sharp knife first cut 
around the collar, and then slit length- 
wise down the back and belly. Peel the 
skin off. Cut off the head and clean the 
body cavity. Eels have very little in the 
way of intestines. A piece of cloth in the 
left hand makes it easier to grip the eel 
while cleaning, and a pair of pliers is 
handy for pulling off the skin. 

Eels are cooked best as small fillets. The 
meat is very white and firm with few 
bones. It tastes more like quail than fish.

By freghter to South America 


FOR MANY, the very words “freighter 
trip” have an adventurous tang, suggest- 
ing romantic ports and strange cargoes. 
Since the times our forefathers shipped 
round the Horn, freighters have become 
considerably more civilized, clean, and 
conventional, yet there remains a touch 
of the unpredictable and the same def- 
initely informal atmosphere. 

Recently Mr. and Mrs. Harry Frank of 
San Mateo, California, and Dr. and Mrs. 
Meade Mohun of Hillsborough, Califor- 
nia, boarded the Pope & Talbot C-3 
freighter, Seafarer, bound for South Amer- 
ica. They liked their trip. Their notes on 
the day-by-day life may help you decide 
whether this is the way for you to travel.

The Seafarer stands by at San Francisco 
for South American cargo and passengers 


Because of a cancellation which moved 
them ahead on the waiting list, the Franks 
had just three weeks to wait after getting 
their tickets. They bought one way tickets 
on the S. S. Seafarer for $585 each, sched- 
uled to leave San Francisco April 29 and 
to arrive in Buenos Aires June 3. Thos. 
Cook & Son, Inc., worked out their itiner- 
ary and made their hotel reservations for 
the return trip. By Pan American World 
Airways, the Franks flew from Buenos 
Aires to New Orleans ($563 each). (Direct 
connections by air can be made to Pacific 
Coast points.) From there they took the 
Southern Pacific Sunset Limited to San 
Francisco ($95.69 each, first class, includ- 
ing Pullman). 

The round trip by water takes three and 
a half months, down and back the east 
coast of South America by way of the 
Panama Canal; the lay-over in Buenos 
Aires averages a month, during which 


time the passengers must live ashore at 
their own expense. At other ports, the 
Franks and the Mohuns made the ship 
their headquarters. 

The Seafarer has six cabins, with two per- 
sons to a cabin. The Franks and Mohuns, 
for an extra $100, had a two-cabin suite 
with a sitting room. All cabins are out- 
side, with showers, toilets, twin-bed bunks 
with the best mattresses, forced draft ven- 
tilation, and electric fans. The ship sup- 
plied steamer chairs, but not steamer 
rugs. Cargo on this trip included lumber, 
copra, rice, automobiles. 

A contributing factor to the success of the 
trip, according to Mrs. Frank, was having 
congenial friends as traveling companions. 
“The ship’s captain was very good com- 
pany, was host at a cocktail party as we 
crossed the equator, and was always help- 
ful with suggestions for our pleasure 
aboard and ashore. 

“Except for a music teacher from Chicago, 
and the widow of a British army captain, 
we had little contact with the other pas- 
sengers, for they were displaced persons, 


originally from Austria and Germany, en, 


route from Shanghai to Bolivia and Chile. 
They were pleasant, but they knew little 
English and we spoke little German.” 


LIFE ABOARD SHIP 

A typical day on board ship began at 7:30 
A.M., with breakfast in the dining room 
where both passengers and officers ate. 
After breakfast, 20 laps around the ship 
put the Franks and Mohuns in trim for 
their first shower, change of clothes, and 
sun bath. In the tropics, they found five 
showers a day an average because of the 
heat and the humidity, although “cold 
water” was just a name on the faucet. 
There was plenty of time for everything 
— reading, knitting, dominoes, shuffle- 
board, bridge, or just sitting. Dominoes 
were more popular than cards because of 
the breeze on deck. The Franks took fa- 
vorite magazines, books, games, and two 
cotton felt sun pads with them. 

First call for dinner came at 11:30. A 
sample menu fully explains the siesta 
which followed until 2:30: chicken rice 
soup, roast spring chicken with sage dress- 
ing, gravy, mashed potatoes, lima beans, 
candied parsnips, apple pie with cheese, 
coffee, tea, lemonade. Ham and kidney 
pie was included on the same menu, for 
those who didn’t like chicken! 

Fresh fruits always were available for pas- 
sengers. After the siesta, deck games, crib- 
bage, and Chinese checkers filled the time 
until 4:30, when there was an occasional 
cocktail party. First call for supper came 
at 5:30. It was cooler after supper, and

Most of the 
passengers retired around 9:30, unless 
they had books to keep them awake. 


SCHEDULE UNPREDICTABLE 

The most unpredictable element on a 
freighter trip is the schedule. Crowded 
ports, delays in loading and unloading, 
changes in cargo may make differences of 
many days. The Franks and the Mohuns 
did not expect to see much of Los Angeles, 
for example, but delays kept them there 
for a week instead of the usual maximum 
of three days. The ship was again delayed 
at Santos, Brazil. Here the Northern Cali- 
fornia foursome left the ship and took a 
bus to Sao Paulo, and then flew to Buenos 
Aires, in order to make connections with 
their return plane schedule. 





Buenos Aires and Paris have much in

Ports of call on the trip were limited to 
places where the cargo was sufficient to 
warrant a call. Port congestion was also 
a factor in determining ports of call. 


NOTES FROM A DIARY 

Mrs. Frank wrote down all of it; here are 
brief excerpts from her diary: 

“Ship rides beautifully—it’s really loaded 
(13,000 short tons). Saw a few flying fish 
today [two days out of Los Angeles]. 
“Know we are in the tropics now [off 
Acapulco, Mexico], for we saw a beautiful 
blue butterfly tonight. Warm, lots of wind, 
and quickie rains. 

“Arrived at Cartagena, Colombia, at 10 
A.M. Native boys came out in their canoes 
and dived for money and sold trinkets. 
Hap and Meade traded a package of 
American cigarettes for two polished sea 
shells. Hap beside himself with picture 
possibilities, though he can’t develop any 
pictures aboard, because the “cold water” 
melts his film; it averages 95 degrees! 
[Ice is available on board.] 

“Second day in Cartagena, started out 
after lunch on board and found it was a 
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fiesta day (May 15). Everyone was in 
holiday spirit. 

“One of the crew brought a sloth aboard, 
the first I’d seen. It has funny face, long 
arms and legs like a monkey, but moves 
very slowly. 


“Started for Curacao the fourth day, 
about 3 a.m. When we got up, it was 
windy and rough, though warm. 


“Arrived at Island of Curacao at 8 A.M. 
(second day from Cartagena, 21 days 
from San Francisco). Went ashore after 
lunch and hired a driver to take us to 
Willemstad. Weather hot and dry; every- 
thing is irrigated, and there is no tropical 
luxuriance. Fruits and vegetables are 
brought in from Venezuela and sold from 
small craft along the docks; the atmos- 
phere reminded us a little of Fisherman’s 
Wharf in San Francisco. Many of the peo- 
ple look Javanese but speak Dutch; they 
are soft-spoken, courteous, and seem to 
have a lifetime to give to you. 


“This is part of the Netherlands West 
Indies, and practically a free port. Like 
all tourists, we found souvenirs to buy. 
Hap bought a Panama hat for $5 and a 
bottle of Curacao liqueur. I bought a 
Dutch doll and some perfume.We were also 
tempted by Oriental silks and ivory, Brit- 
ish woolens, Irish linens, Danish silver, 
and other merchandise from all over the 
world at quite reasonable prices. 


“Next stop San Juan, Puerto Rico, U.S.A., 
where we enjoyed the Escambron Beach 
Club and later the Normandie Hotel, for 
dancing and watching the roulette. Next 
day we hired a car and drove to Carib- 
bean National Forest; saw bananas, al- 
monds, bread fruit, coconut, papaya, and 
mangoes in their native habitat, as well 
as the flamboyant tree, hibiscus, canary 
vine, tulip tree, and a profusion of other 
shrubs and flowers, including jungle ferns 
30 feet tall. The women were washing 
their clothes in the streams and spreading 
them along the banks to dry.

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“Made the 45-minute flight from San Juan 
to St. Thomas, U.S.A., one of the Virgin 
Islands. The blue Caribbean was beauti- 
ful below us, accented by the white waves 
pounding on coral reefs. Shops in St. 
Thomas reminded us of Carmel, Calif.” 
From San Juan to Santos, Brazil, 200 
miles southwest of Rio de Janeiro, the 
next stop, it was 3,900 miles by freighter. 
Mrs. Frank wrote in the diary: 

“Trade winds are heavy, and it is rain- 
ing, although the thermometer reads 78 
degrees.” 


CROSSING THE EQUATOR 

They crossed the Equator on the fifth day 
out from San Juan; and Captain Peterson 
gave a Father Neptune party for the pas- 
sengers. On the ninth day, the Franks and 
Mohuns arrived at Santos, to find the 
harbor full of ships and a long wait ahead 
for the cargo to be unloaded. It was then 
that they decided to fly the rest of the 
way, rather than face the possibility of a 
month’s wait while their freighter was be- 
ing unloaded. 

They took a water taxi into Santos, famed 
as a coffee port, and a bus from there to 
Séo Paulo (two hours), second largest 
Brazilian city. Children were shooting off 
firecrackers in celebration of Corpus 
Christi Day.

In Buenos Aires (by plane from Sao 
Paulo), the Franks and Mohuns did “most 
of the things recommended in travel 
books,” and were entertained by friends 
and newly-made acquaintances during 
their week’s stopover. Then they took the 
night boat from Buenos Aires across the 
Plate River to Montevideo, Uruguay, 
where they stayed a day and a night be- 
fore making plane connections to Rio de 
Janeiro. By flying from Uruguay, they 
saved the Argentine tax on the ticket. 
After an entertaining week in Rio, they 
headed home by air.

Travel by freighter is smoother and more 
pleasant if all details are taken care of be- 
fore you start. The Franks found three 
weeks none too long for doing this. They 
found that they needed: 

1. Birth certificate or equivalent for ob- 
taining passport. 


2. Ten to twelve photographs for visas 
and passports. 


3. Passport. Cost $10. To speed the proc- 
ess, the Franks airmailed their request di- 
rectly to the State Department, Wash- 
ington, D. C. [At your expense, the local 
passport office will wire to Washington 
for you to expedite the procedure.] 


4. Police certificate with official stamp. 
(This was a certified letter, stating that 
they were not wanted by the police.) 


5. Health certificate with official stamp, 
and international smallpox certificate with 
official stamp. Typhoid shots are recom- 
mended. They had their innoculations as 
soon as they were sure of reservations to 
avoid delay during the trip. 


6. Letters of recommendation. These can 
be from your bank or official organization. 


7. Visas as required by Argentina, Brazil, 
Uruguay, Paraguay, Bolivia, Peru, and 
Chile. Transit passengers do not need 
visas in Colombia, Venezuela, Curacao, 
British West Indies, Cuba, Trinidad, or 
Puerto Rico. [Ecuador is the first country 
to issue a tourist card in lieu of passport 
and visas.] Staffs of some of the con- 
sulates have a “manana” attitude toward 
tourist requests; others are fast and eager 
to help. Mr. Frank suggests telephoning 
first, as each consulate has its own hours 
and fees. Your travel agent can help. 


8. Letter of credit. Mr. Frank recom- 
mends an extra $1,000 and plenty of dol- 
lar bills, which proved very helpful to 
them. Thos. Cook & Son recommended 
traveler’s checks made out to and carried 
by each member of the party. Loss is less 
disastrous to a husband if his wife also 
carries money. Banks in South American 
countries usually open around noon and 
close at 4:30 p.m. You are not always in 
port during banking hours. 


CLOTHES TO TAKE 

Clothes for both tropical and winter 
weather. The seasons are just the reverse 
of ours, and there is cokl winter weather 
in Buenos Aires in June. Spring and fall 
are the best months on both sides of the 
Equator. The Franks took a wardrobe 
trunk, which they shipped back by boat 
before catching their plane. No regular 
laundry service was provided on board 
ship, but personal things were rinsed out 
in their cabins. 

Comfortable walking shoes are needed. 
Old ones are best aboard ship, for a 
freighter is hard on shoes. Walking shoes 
should be roomy, because feet swell in the 
warm countries.

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Mrs. Frank suggests that women plan 
to wear casual, loose-fitting clothing 
for maximum comfort in the warm and 
humid climates. Nylons cost from $5 to 
$10 a pair in some South American coun- 
tries. Be sure to have a sun hat, but don’t 
overstock with hats and accessories. Alli- 
gator bags are available in most South 
American countries, and almost every 
woman brings one home. Latin Americans 
frown upon women wearing slacks, ex- 
éept for bicycling and active sports. Wear 
them on shipboard but not on the streets. 


“We found the boat trip quite sooty and 
grimy until we reached the Caribbean. 
After Curacao, the ship seemed cleaner. 
To look as neat as possible, we wore dark 
slacks until noon, and then changed to 
gingham dresses (sportswear for men) for 
the rest of the day.” 


Although Buenos Aires is considered the 
style center of South America, formal 
clothes are not necessary for the casual 
visitor, unless you have friends to enter- 
tain you in their homes or at private clubs. 


Night and under garments should be light 
and easily washed. 


Every man has his own clothing prefer- 
ences. Mr. Frank took four suits—dark 
blue, Oxford blue, white linen, and gray 
Palm Beach. These he supplemented with 
extra slacks, 12 shirts, including easily 
washed sports types and T-shirts, one 
light topcoat, a sport coat and slipon 
sweater, shorts for deck tennis and sun 
bathing, swimming suit, and rubber soled 
shoes for shipboard wear. 


Mrs. Frank took two wardrobes; one she 
used aboard ship and then shipped back; 
the other, more formal, was for days 
ashore and the return by plane. 


Quick-drying nylon clothes are good. 
Clothes without collars are coolest. An 
umbrella does double duty for shade and 
rain, but a raincoat is unduly hot in a 
tropical rain. Seersucker and jersey are 
recommended for their packable qualities. 
Soap flakes should be packed. Some ships 
provide an iron and ironing board; if not, 
take a small traveling iron, after checking 
to see what type of current is available. 


Wash all washables and wear new items 
at least once before you go ashore with 
your luggage. Otherwise, new wearing ap- 
parel is subject to duty. 


MISCELLANEOUS 

Service aboard ship was limited, for a 
single steward took care of the 12 pas- 
sengers. No liquor was sold aboard, but 
standard brand American cigarettes were. 
The Franks took the maximum allowed 
(one carton per passenger) with them, for 
in some South American countries, U. S.

SPRING COMES swiftly to the Pacific 
Coast. Moving in from Arizona, it splashes 
the desert with flowers, pauses briefly in 
Southern California, and then rushes 
northward. 

As if in celebration of its journey, the gar- 
den shows are spaced a few weeks apart, 
following spring from south to north. 
Southern California celebrates from March 
26 through April 3 with the California 
International Flower Show at Hollywood 
Park, Inglewood. It is the Southland’s 
first big show. Success is assured in its 
sponsorship by the Southern California 
Horticultural Institute and Southern Cal- 
ifornia Floral Association, and its direc- 
tor William A. Rodman, who was for ten 
years with New York’s famed Interna- 
tional Flower Show. 





Intimate spot welcomed by any gardener; ajuga 
around pool; clematis on post; pots on porch 
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In Central California, the California 
Spring Garden Show will be held at Oak- 
land from April 26 through May 1. For 
the first time, it is in the hands of Land- 
scape Architect Ned Rucker, who has 
always been able to combine showman- 
ship, imagination, and good common- 
sense gardening. The theme is “A Century 
of Gardens, 1849-1949.” 

Portland will present two spring flower 
shows a month apart: The Portland Men’s 
Garden Club Show, April 22 and 23; and 
the Portland Garden Club, May 22 and 23. 
From May 1 through 8, Seattle observes 
City of Flowers Week, highlighted by an 
all-city flower show to be staged May 1 
through 4 in the Seattle Civic Auditorium. 


If there is a spring trip in your plans, un- 
derline those dates. The big garden shows 


have an important place in Western liv- 
ing. In effect, they bring the gardens of 
the West under one roof. They reflect in- 
dividual localities and demonstrate gar- 
dening possibilities. These garden shows 
are more than floral spectacles; they are 
great community projects as well. 

For every big show in the West, there are 
hundreds of little ones. No gardener need 
be without his own show. If you are not 
participating in one of the big events 
through your club or society, why not pro- 
mote a neighborhood affair? Garden shows 
should be fun. 

And they should be helpful, too. How 
helpful will depend upon you. Look for 
ideas to take home. Watch for interesting 
combinations of color and textures. Note 
special plantings for sun, shade, odd cor- 
ners, and containers,

How to tailor a fence for practical beauty 


IN GARDENS that are lived in, the 
fence can serve many functions. 

Its oldest service was that of protection 
— to keep animals or people out or in — 
and it can serve that purpose today. 
Where neighbors are close, it is needed for 
privacy. 

Where there’s an uncomfortable breeze, 
the fence serves well as a windbreak. 

It is used to divide outdoor space, to 
create special outdoor rooms. 

It can be used in place of the planted 
screen, accomplishing immediately what 
it would take shrubs and trees several 
years to do. 

Or, if you plant a screen of shrubs and 
trees, it can substitute for them until they 
have developed to full size. 


In many of its uses the fence serves as the 
wall of a room. As a screen and windbreak 
it may create an outdoor room. As a 
screen enclosing an area adjacent to a 
bedroom, the fence is seen as part of the 
bedroom. 

In every case where a fence is used to 
bring privacy to a room with a glass wall, 
the fence must be looked upon as a wall 
of that room. 


Obviously, therefore, the beauty of a 
fence is more and more important. 

That landscape architects have recog- 
nized that fact is illustrated on these 
pages showing six fences from the offices 
of Landscape Architects Scott and Imlay. 
Noteworthy in all of the fences shown is 
their “two-face” quality. All are designed 
to make both front and back attractive.

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What house builders 


can learn 
from cabin builders 


IS THIS STRUCTURE a cabin because it is in the woods, 
or is it a house because it is furnished and equipped for com- 
fortable living? 

The question is not entirely academic. The word you use in 
planning has a great deal to do with the cost of the structure 
you build. Call it a house and you immediately create a set of 
requirements assumed to be standard for houses. Floor surfac- 
ing, wall treatment, trim, finish, and furniture are entirely 
different than when you start with the word cabin. 

In most cases, you can build a large cabin for less money 
than a small house, and the difference in cost cannot be meas- 
ured in comfort. 

Unfortunately, a rough cabin cannot be transferred to a subur- 
ban lot and retain its beauty. The cabin is too dependent upon 
its natural surroundings. 

But let’s look at what would happen if this cabin were changed 
outwardly into a ranch house moved from its Carmel, Califor- 
nia setting and placed on a 75-foot lot. 

It would be necessary to add a garage or car port. Just how it 
would be added would depend upon placement of the house 
in relation to the street. (See variations in the alternate plans 
which follow.) 
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Plan more or less “grew up”; kitchen was enlarged, porch 
added. Alternates at right correct some disadvantages

Now, let’s add a bedroom, as shown below, and see how it works. 
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This addition calls for the least possible change in the house. 
It is done without robbing the present bedroom of light. The 
disadvantage is that storage for the existing bedroom is not in 
the bedroom itself. 
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In plan above, a complete revision of bedroom space was made. 
‘Space was enlarged and was cut into two rooms. The bedroom 
opening into the living room can be used as a library or study. 
Disadvantage is the sacrifice of dining space because of door 
into the bedroom. 
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In plan above, living room space of original plan was enlarged 
by moving bedrooms. Kitchen is now more conveniently located 
in relation to dining area. Addition of storage wall to car port 
makes up for lack of storage space.

In the usual cabin setting, nature does an adequate job of land- 
scaping. In most cases, there is so much outdoors that little 
attention need be paid to outdoor living adjacent to the house. 
However, when the cabin becomes a house-on-a-lot, the out- 
door areas become all important because they must make up for 
what the cabin lost in moving. 
In revising the basic plan, therefore, all alternates show open- 
ings from living and sleeping rooms to the outdoors. 
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Dimensions of table are: Top, 28 by 72 inches; height, 28 inches; legs, 21 by 26 inches. 
Undershelf is 10 by 42 inches, 19 inches from floor. Top, legs, and undershelf were built 
up separately with 2 by 4 pieces glued together. Each part was dowelled into the other 


In landscaping the lot, full advantage was 
taken of these openings. Outdoor paved 
and protected areas were provided directly 
connected with each room. Plot plan 
shown here could be adapted to any of 
the house plans. Divisions between ter- 
races are essential. 

To come back to the cabin photographed 
here: Judging from the reaction of visi- 
tors, the skylight is a complete success. It 
is a feature that should be used more 
often—especially in localities where dull 
gray days are not uncommon. The light- 
ing effect is warm and pleasing—very dra- 
matic on a moonlit night. 

Much of the furniture throughout the 
house was built by local carpenters using 
the owner’s design. 

The dining table was built of fir 2 bv 4’s. 
The fir, ordinarily considered too soft for 
such furniture, was finished, after scrap- 
ing and sanding, with many coats of dull 
heavy bar varnish. Owners did their own 
sanding and finishing. Total cost, $40. 
A small 2 by 3 by 4-foot pine box was 
built for the radio-phonograph, to replace 
the original ornate cabinet that didn’t fit 
in with other furnishings. Cost was $35, 
the same amount received from the sale 
of the other cabinet.

Cuttings 


CHRYSANTHEMUMS are so beauti- 
ful and are so easy to grow that they 
should be the most effective and useful 
flower in your autumn garden. If they 
aren’t, probably it is because you are not 
using the correct methods or are growing 
the wrong varieties for certain purposes. 
If you are interested primarily in flowers 
for cutting, grow anemones, singles, semi- 
doubles, pompons, and buttons. A few 
spidery types might be included for spe- 
cial arrangements. And even a few exhibi- 
tion types might be grown, if you have 
large rooms and the large containers called 
for by these full, heavy-headed flowers. 


Plant cutting chrysanthemums in double 
rows, so that they can be held upright be- 
tween wires. This arrangement will keep 
their stems straight. Plant early, medium, 





1. Short, stocky shoots taken from base 
of the plant this month make the best cut- 
tings. Remove shoots close to the ground 





2. For cuttings you need clay pots, clean 
sand, knife, dibble, hormone powder, dis- 
infectant, fungicide for dipping cuttings

and late varieties for long-season cutting. 
If you live where frosts, heavy rains, or 
high winds come early, avoid late varie- 
ties unless, of course, you build a protec- 
tive cover. 

If you grow chrysanthemums for garden 
effect, concentrate on mass plantings of a 
few varieties, using a few harmonious 
colors, preferably in front of a green 
background provided by evergreen shrubs 
or a hedge. Or you can make chrysanthe- 
mums the high-color note in an autumn 
border including such trees as the liquid- 
ambar, Carriere thorn, or ginkgo; and 
such shrubs as the highbush cranberry, 
early pyracanthas, oak leaf hydrangea, 
sumac, dwarf pomegranate, and winter- 
sweet. Few gardeners know this latter 
shrub which has clear soft yellow leaves

step by step 





5. Three-months’-old plant from cutting 
ready to cut back to force lateral shoots; 
make cut above third leaf from bottom 


followed in January by intensely fragrant 
flowers on bare stems. 


Small flowered singles, semidoubles, Ko- 
rean hybrids, pompons, and buttons are 
valuable additions to mixed borders for 
color after most perennials have faded. 
They are so easy to slip into place from 
pots just as they are coming into bloom. 
If dug with a generous ball of soil, it is 
possible to lift clumps out of cutting rows, 
even when they are in flower. Water plants 
two or three days before lifting them. 


For edgings or for beds along a path or 
drive, there are the low growing, compact 
little cushion chrysanthemums, so free 
flowering that you can hardly see the foli- 
age when every bud has opened. Most 
cushion varieties bloom early, so don’t 
count on them for late fall effect. 





3. Moist sand fills pot to within 1 inch 
of top; bottom leaves removed; top leaves 
trimmed; tip dipped in hormone powder 





4. Cuttings inserted about 2 inches or un- 
til bottom leaves are even with surface; 
pressed in with index and middle fingers

The pot and tub gardener can have a hey- 
day with chrysanthemums. There are few 
types that cannot be grown in containers, 
although the small flowered varieties 
which produce full heads of bloom and 
can be pinched heavily to form bushy, 
stock plants, are ideal. Again, the cushions 
are particularly suitable. 

For the conscientious, painstaking gar- 
dener who enjoys fussing over plants, 
there are cascade chrysanthemums, queen 
of the pot varieties. 

March is the preferred month for starting 
chrysanthemums from cuttings and divi- 
sions. Here are shown step-by-step meth- 
ods by which specialists start them from 
cuttings. On page 84 in this issue are di- 
rections for growing them from divisions, 
should you prefer this easier method.

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View-saving wind breaks 


Glass windscreens add to patio comfort, favor gardens 
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THERE ARE many locations in the 
West where the difference between com- 
fort and discomfort out-of-doors is deter- 
mined by wind rather than temperatures. 
When the air temperature is at a com- 
fortable 70°, a breeze of but eight miles 
per hour will cool you as much as a tem- 
perature drop of 12°. 

It’s difficult to realize how much differ- 
ence a windbreak will make until you 
have built one. The increase in comfort 
is always matched by more favorable gar- 
dening conditions. 


Along the coast where summer tempera- 
tures are never high, and where the view 
ig part of the living scheme, glass is the 
favored material for windbreaks. 

In small gardens, wherever summer heat 
is not a problem, glass walls give wind 
protection without loss of sunshine. And 
if privacy is needed, obscure glass should 
be used. 

Methods of construction vary according 
to expected wind velocity. Diagrammed 
above is a standard method of construc- 
tion of a glass extension above a stone 
or brick wall. Probably the simplest type 
of windbreak construction is an extension 
of one wall of the house, as illustrated in 
the home of Thomas E. May shown at 
left above. Posts set three feet deep in 
concrete carry the load on the end away 
from the house. 
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At the Thomas E. May home, in Carmel, a full-length glass wall extends from one 
corner of the house and forms a warm sun pocket. Patio is still wide open to ocean view 
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One way to extend brick or stone wall with 
glass. This is done when wall is being built, 
as wood frame is bolted to wall by long 
reinforcing rods that hook into foundation

When the top surface is carved, turn the 
piece over and round the bottom. Next 
carve the bottom curve of the handle. 


Much of the work of shaping curves of 
the handle and bow! bottom can be done 
with a coarse file or woodrasp. Do the final 
smoothing with sandpaper. 

Finish with several coats of pure boiled 
rubbing between coats with 


linseed oil, 
very fine steel wool.

All construction details and dimensions 
are shown in the drawings. Construction 


is not particularly complicated or diffi- 
cult, although Mr. Ross advises that it is 
too big a project for the home craftsman 
to tackle without power tools. 

The benches are made to seat two people;

Table top and bench seats are random 
width strips of 144-inch thick maple, 
dowelled and glued. Legs and rails are 
clear pine put together with pegs and 
bolts rather than screws so that the pieces

double. Table, too, can be made smaller | 


can be dismantled easily. Thus the set is 
easy to move and store, an important 
consideration when a table is as large as 
this one. 

All pieces should be smoothed with a 
scraper and carefully sanded before finish- 
ing. Mr. Ross recommends a seal coat of 
thinned clear shellac, then two coats of a 
mixture of half clear varnish and half tur- 
pentine, followed by three additional coats 
of unthinned varnish. Surfaces should be 
lightly sanded between coats.

Clumbing horse 


How to make a simple outdoor 
make-believe toy for 
a young child 


TO AN ADULT this climbing horse 
may appear uninteresting, but to a child 
it can be a mountain, a boat, or a train. 
It’s low and safe, requires little yard space, 
and is easy to make. 


TOOLS AND MATERIALS 

Hammer, saw, and sandpaper are the only 
tools you'll need to make a climbing horse. 
Materials needed are 6- and 8-penny nails 
and finished stock in various sizes and 
lengths. Actual size of finished lumber 
is smaller than the rough lumber sizes 
given here. 





You need for the Lecs—four 2 by 3’s, 2914 
inches long; sEAT—2 by 6, 2634 inches 
long; SIDE RUNGS—top two, 3714 inches 
long; middle two, 48 inches long; bottom 
two, 58 inches long; END RUNGS—top two, 
2034 inches long; middle one, 31 inches 
long; bottom two, 41 inches long (middle 
rung omitted at one end to allow child to 
climb under horse). 


ASSEMBLING THE HORSE 

To assemble the horse, nail the pieces to- 
gether and trim edges and corners. 

For the sides, assemble side rungs, legs, 
and top on the ground without nails in 
order to determine the angle of the legs to 
the rungs. Then nail side rungs to legs 
with 8-penny nails. 

To nail the seat, stand assembled sides in 
position and mark with a pencil where to 
saw off leg ends for level seat surface. 
Saw legs; turn horse upside down and nail 
legs to seat with 8-penny nails. 

Turn horse right side up to nail end rungs 
to legs. To square the horse, top and 
bottom rungs on both ends should be 
nailed in the same positions along legs 
Cut off the square leg ends so that the 
horse stands firm. 


FINISHING THE HORSE 

Finish by smoothing sharp and rough 
spots with sandpaper, using first the 
coarse grain and then the fine grain. Sev- 
eral coats of paint will help prevent splin- 
tering. To be on the safe side, inspect the 
horse every few months. Parts of it may 
need re-sanding and re-painting, especially 
if it’s left outdoors. 
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Bed shed 


WHILE this whimsical bedshed was not 
planned as anyone’s answer to the hous- 
ing problem, it does suggest amusing pos- 
sibilities for extending camp comfort. A 
protected eating and cooking place plus as 
many bedsheds as needed would make a 
very satisfactory headquarters camp. 

This double bunk was designed and built 
by June and Farrar Burn of Waldron, 
Washington, for garden use. It’s a quiet 
retreat for reading, a good bunk for a 
lively boy, extra space for a guest or for 
anyone who enjoys sleeping under stars. 
The bedshed sketched here was made of 
small peeled fir poles, hand-split cedar 
shakes, and tar paper. It is 614 feet long, 
t feet wide, and high enough to sit in 
comfortably. The poles are nailed in place 
to form a box-shaped frame. Back and 
ends are braced with diagonals. The two 
side poles at bed level extend beyond the 
ends to facilitate moving the bed. Shakes 
are nailed over the three sides and the 
top. The front eave extends 18 inches to 
keep the weather out. On top of the 
shakes is a layer of tar paper for water- 
proofing, and then another layer of shakes. 








A shake floor a foot above the ground pro- 
vides a dry shelf for shoes, bedding, etc. 
The bed itself is a foot above the floor. 
The Burns made a springy bed base by 
laying thin shakes over poles; a 6-inch side 
board keeps mattress, hay, or sleeping bag 
in place. The Burns used fresh grass hay, 
covered with lght airplane cloth and a 
soft comforter or pad, on top of which 
they use their regular bedding. Sheet 
blankets are warmest, and need no iron- 
ing. Waterproof airplane cloth over the 
whole bed protects it on damp nights. 

It takes four people to move the double 
bedshed: A single one, 614 feet long, and 
30 inches wide, with no lower storage 
level, can be carried by two.

ONE OF the joys of creating is to find a 


receptive public for the finished objects. 
Working with aluminum, therefore, is sat- 
isfying to the beginning craftsman be- 
cause in the simplest forms its dull satiny 
finish has an attractive elegance which 
people admire. 

Aluminum is pliable and easy to shape 
with the hands and simple tools. Designs 
may be added by the fairly simple process 
of etching. 

The etching of the monogram designs 
shown here was done by Mr. and Mrs. 
Walter J. Busch of the Tweedy Shop, 
Camarillo, California. The Buschs started 
working with aluminum as a hobby. Their 
work attracted attention when they lo- 
cated their work table outside in view of 
passersby. They found the etching process 
to be particularly suitable for an out- 
door workshop, since the potent acid 
fumes require that the work be done in a 
well-ventilated spot. 

The primary considerations for etching 
are extreme caution in handling the acid,

Rub the aluminum piece well with steel 
wool and emery paper until it is smooth 
and free from scratches. 
Choose a design in proportion to the size 
and shape of the piece to be decorated. 
Trace the design onto the aluminum and 
paint carefully with asphaltum so that it 
will not be affected by the acid bath used 
later to etch out the background. If the

design is to be etched, reverse the process 
and apply the asphaltum to the back- 
ground. Allow to dry for at least two 
hours, overnight if possible. 

Prepare an acid bath of one part muriatic 
acid and two parts water, mixing in a glass 
jar. Always wet your piece of aluminum 
before applying the acid. Pour the acid 
carefully to cover the background. Leave 
the solution on until a definite edge can 
be felt around the design. This time for 
“burning in” will vary with each piece. 
It should be watched carefully, and if the 
mixture gets too “hot,” more water can 
be added. The Buschs use a feather to 
swish the solution around over the piece. 
When the etching process is done, rinse 
the piece well in cold water, and dry thor- 
oughly. Remove asphaltum with paint 
thinner. Then rub down again with the 
No. 00 steel wool; wax, and rub some more 














until the finish has a soft, satiny sheen.

HOW MUCH can you personally con- 
tribute to the success of the house you ex- 
pect to build some day? If your answer is 
only ideas galore, better do a little more 
thinking and studying. Too many beauti- 
ful ideas often can lead to a lot of trouble. 
The home planner many times finds him- 
self far over his head. And forced to give 
up his dreams, he either gives up in disgust 
or accepts anything. Dreams can be built 
into houses, but only when they are 
solidly geared into the whys and hows of 
planning and building. Building under 
present costs calls for a realistic evalua- 
tion of your own needs and of the stum- 
bling blocks in the path of satisfying those 
needs. If you know what you want most 
and understand what you must give up to 
get it, you are in a position to build a suc- 
cessful house. Even on a limited budget 
‘you can figure out how at least one phase 
of the home can be completely satisfying. 
If you don’t know, you'll probably com- 
promise and have everything half right. 
A liberal education in home building is 
valuable. We mark these two books as in- 
teresting and educational. 

The House For You to Build, Buy, or Rent 
by Catherine and Harold Sleeper. John 
Wiley and Sons (1948). $5.00. 

This is an uncommonly good book about 
the house you live in, or want to, written 
by a well-known architect and his sympa- 
thetic wife. It is good reading (“The magic 
house is always on the way but never 
arrives”); more than that, it serves as a 
thoroughly practical beginner’s guide to 
the construction features which make a 
house good, bad, or indifferent. The archi- 
tect’s lingo is explained so clearly that 
even the total greenhorn will be able to 
understand such terms as flashing, furring, 
and bearing walls. There is a clear explana- 
tion of how to read a blueprint, illustrated. 
The particular value of the book comes in 
its lucidity and completeness. The brief 
chapters on financing compare the various 
types of home loan, indicate the extra ex- 
penses of building, and discuss who can 
afford to build. To qualify the financial 
chart, the authors include two checklists: 
one describes the seven conditions which 
would allow a family to plan a house be- 
yond their means; the other lists the seven 
conditions under which the builders should 
stay well under the maximum figures, or 
to postpone building. 

Most laymen looking for shelter would 
profit by a careful study of this book, 
which lightens its statistics and facts with 
applications such as these: 

“Therefore, if your family can interpret 
its building needs, you are ready to build.

“The houses in which our families live are 
obsolete. Either they were built in years 
past with a different kind of family in 
mind or they are being built today with 
scant appreciation of the values in family 
living that increasing numbers of people 
consider most important.” 

These are the findings of committees of 
experts—architects, builders, housing of- 
ficials, home economists, medical and 
health authorities, psychologists, child 
welfare experts, social workers. and pre- 
sumably a few parents—who studied for 
The Woman’s Foundation the problem of 
what a home for a family should be. In 
this short, 50-page pamphlet, Mr. Gut- 
heim summarizes the committee findings, 
reports the changes in size, earning power, 
and living habits of the American family 
—changes that now require a new ap- 
proach in home planning and building. 
He suggests several sensible ways a family 
can get a home designed for the family. 


“The raw fact is,” Mr. Gutheim reports, 
“that we have not been building houses 
for families. Instead, families have been 
trying to make a home of obsolete, hand- 
me-down house types.”

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Trends in house heating 


Analysis of developments in heating and air conditioning 
and what they mean in Western homes 


THE HISTORY of home heating in the 
past 10 years has been marked by rapid 
progress in the efficiency of heat-produc- 
ing machines, without proportional im- 
provements in the control and use of the 
heat produced. 

Heat is introduced into a room to provide 
comfort for its occupants. But comfort is 
dependent upon more than air tempera- 
ture. A comfortable thermal environment 
is a combination of air temperature, radi- 
ant temperature, relative humidity, air 
movement, and the freshness of the air. 
The radiant temperature in this comfort 
equation has always been a factor. We are 
warm in the sun on a cold day; cold sur- 
faces of stone or glass draw heat from 
the body. But not until panel heat instal- 
lations were made in the form of warm 
floors or ceilings, was the importance of 
radiant temperatures recognized in all 
forms of heating. 

What is radiant temperature, and what 
are the principles of radiant heating? 





All objects radiate heat and gain or lose 
heat according to the difference between 
heat radiated and received.

We are constantly exchanging heat by 
radiation with our surroundings. 

All objects in a room are radiators. Radia- 
tion is not the exclusive property of the 
so-called radiant heating systems. As soon 
as the walls, ceiling, and furniture of a 
room are warmed by any heat source, they 


exchange heat by radiation—and they 
draw off less heat from the body. 





—_ 
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Comfort is determined by a combination 
of radiant and air temperatures. In a 
room with an air temperature of 87°, we 


would be comfortable if the radiant tem- 
perature of the walls were 58°. 


wn 




















The radiation of an 85° floor will nor- 
mally furnish comfort with air tempera- 
ture of 65°. In other words, an increase 
of one degree in air temperature can be 
compensated for by a drop of one degree 
in radiant temperature of ceiling, floors, 
and walls. Cool walls provide a blotter for 
heat radiated by the body. High wall tem- 
peratures effectively compensate, degree 
for degree, for low air temperatures. 
Thus so-called radiant heating advanced 
the principle of heating occupants instead 
of air. 

Actually its popularity was based on the 
comfort of the warm floor and absence of 
drafts. However, its promotion pictured 
the difference between heat by convection 
and heat by radiation as the difference 
between being immersed in the heating 
medium and living outside it. 

The manufacturers of warm air equip- 
ment have been justly annoyed at such 
comparisons. They point out that the 
comparison is made between the best of 
the radiant installations and the cheapest 
of the warm air jobs. 

Improvements in the control of warm air,

they say, have not only overcome the dis- 
comforts of old systems, but bring com- 
fort not possible with radiant heat. 




















The basic system of warm air circulating 
by gravity frequently resulted in drafts 
and cold floors. The disadvantages of this 
system are aggravated by on-and-off, 
high-low manipulation of the furnace. 
With gas heat, in cold weather, all night 
operation with burner turned low and 
bedroom door shut, will keep this system 
in more comfortable balance. 

The thermostat and the fan were the next 
advances, but the hot ceilings and the cold 
floors were not corrected by the “auto- 
matic” heat. The hot air blasting into the 
room sets up circulating currents which 
pick up the falling cold air and the cold 
air seeping in from outside, and sweep 
them across the floor.

The next steps were improvement in con- 
trols and circulation of air. 

The slow-speed fan, operating constantly, 
prevented stratification and smoothed 
out the temperature line. 

A newer type of automatic control—the 
modulating thermostat—anticipates heat 
requirements and operates motor-con- 
trolled dampers to mix hot and cool air to 
meet the requirements of the room.

the damper, controlled by the modulating 
thermostat, admits less and ‘ess hot air 
and more of the returning air. There is no 
overshooting of desired room temperature. 
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In homes where spreading wings or sec- 
ond stories complicate heat distribution, 
zoned heat is the ideal solution. As zone 
thermostats call for heat, warm air is in- 
troduced into separate sets of ducts serv- 
ing these zones. 

Refinements in warm air heating and air 
conditioners are developing rapidly. Com- 
ing onto the market in the West is a new 
thermostat, costing no more than the 
standard job, which controls the on-off 
periods of the burner so that register dis- 
charge temperatures vary according to 
the heat loss of the house. Thus, over- 
shooting of temperatures is practically 
eliminated even in the most basic systems. 
Also being introduced is a new set of con- 
trols combining electronic temperature- 
sensing elements both indoors and out 
which, when added to standard systems, 
bring them close to the ideal aimed at by 
warm air heating engineers—an imper- 
ceptible but constant circulation of clean 
warm air. 


BASEBOARD HEATING 

In all types of heating the trend is to- 
ward spreading out the source of rela- 
tively low temperature heat. Two firms on 
the Pacific Coast are manufacturing elec- 
tric baseboards with a Minneapolis-Hon- 
eywell regulator which, instead of switch- 
ing the system off and on, gradually 
changes the amount of heating in accor- 
dance with requirements, keeping room 
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temperature constant within one-half of 
one degree. 

Moore baseboards are of aluminum, back- 
ed with the heating elements and asbes- 
tos. They are indistinguishable from the 
usual baseboard. 

Wesix makes a steel baseboard which is 
frankly an air-heating device, being pro- 
vided with louvers to increase the flow of 
air over the concealed heating elements. 
It can be ordered in matched colors or 
enameled on the job. 


PREFAB PANELS 

Newest thing in electric panels is a board 
for surfacing ceilings, called Uskon, in 
which the heating element is self contain- 
ed. Uskon is one-quarter inch thick and 
is furnished in 8- by 4- and 4- by 4-foot 
panels. The sheet is laminated, beginning 
with a surface layer of either sheet rock 
or cloth, depending on whether it is to be 
painted or plastered. This layer is follow- 
ed in succession by layers of electrical 
insulation, conductive rubber, asbestos 
board, and fabric backing. Electricity is 
passed through the rubber layer, which 
has been made conductive by mixing car- 
bon particles into the rubber, and heat is 
given off uniformly throughout the panel.

Uskon costs $1.55 and $1.75 per square 
foot, depending on heat rating. It is manu- 
factured by the United States Rubber 
Co. and distributed by Graybar Electric 
Co. Initial installations, just completed 
in Central California, required heating 
only about 60 per cent of the ceiling area, 
with the result that the complete systems 
cost about $1.05 per square foot of house, 
installed. Although the panel itself de- 
livers only 30 per cent of the heat to the 
rear, supplementary insulation, such as 
rock wool, is advised. Proximity of the 
heating element to the surface coupled 
with the slight mass of material to be 
warmed result in appreciable radiation 
within a minute or two. Uskon can be 
added to existing ceilings. 

Home owners contemplating electric in- 
stallation should check with their power 
companies. Regulations on power use 
vary by localities.

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On plasterboard the wire is run back and 
forth across the surface and held in place 
by insulated staples or loops of asbestos 
cord. Then the plaster is applied. In the 
case of metal lath, the wire is laid over a 
scratch coat of plaster and held by ad- 
hesive tape. 

In concrete floors, the wire is installed be- 
tween pours, or, in the case of a mono- 
lithic slab, during pouring. In the first 
case, nailing strips are fastened to the top 
of the first three-inch pour, and the wire 
is stapled to the strips. Then a 154-inch 
cement topping is applied. For the mono- 
lithic slab, the wire is strung on a movable 
wooden frame. When three inches of slab 
have been poured, the frame is moved 
into place, enough concrete added to hold 
the wire in place, and the frame removed. 
When an insulating concrete is used, the 
cable is stapled to the insulating layer. 
Wall and ceiling installations may be 
made over existing plaster by using a spe- 
cial plaster which will adhere to the orig- 
inal surface. Overall installed cost in new 


homes has averaged about 71% cents per 
cubic foot. 


EMBEDDED CABLE 

A system called Electradiant Heat has 
been applied to a number of homes by 
Tice Electric Co., Monterey, California. 
Bare steel cables act as the heating ele- 
ments, being fed at low voltage through 
transformers. The rugged cables are easy 
to install and immune to damage by care- 
less workmen. 

For slab floors the back fill foundation 
is drained and stabilized with oil, or a 
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membrane is supplied. Then four or five 
inches of insulating concrete, such as Zo- 
nolite or pumice concrete, are poured. 
When this has set, the cable is fastened 
down with special staples. Then the top 
slab is laid on, two to four inches thick.

In wood-floor installations, the joists are 
laid about three inches lower than their 
normal position. After the subfloor has 
been put down, wood sleepers are run at 
right angles to the joists. Glass fiber sheet 
insulation is cut to fit between the sleep- 
ers, and the cable is strapped down over 
the glass fiber. Dry sand is then spread 
over the cable to a depth of 1 inch. The 
finishing floor is laid on the sleepers. 

A novel application of the electric wire 
system of heat source has been worked 
out by the Electradiant Corporation. 
Portable “floor boards” for workers on 
cold floors, or in exposed conditions, have 
been made up of two plywood panels 
sandwiching a web of small electric cable. 
The panel, 2 by 8 feet, is waterproofed. 
Experiments are now being conducted to 
measure their value as bottom heat to 
flats and pots in seed germination and 
propagation. 

A few experimental units are available at 
a cost of $20. Thermostat costs an addi- 
tional $7.50.

DOLLS’ WIGS 





In making bangs for rag dolls, I use a 
crewel needle with a large eye, double the 
yarn, and loop it through the head after 
the doll has been stuffed. I leave the loops 
an inch long and unclipped so that they 
give the effect of curls. 


For the back section of the hair, I meas- 
ure the yarn so it will be long enough for 
braids and thick enough to amply cover 
the doll’s head. Starting at the center of 


the head behind the bangs, I backstitch 
the yarn to the head, using one strand of 
the yarn. Then on each side of this center 
part I backstitch a row from back of neck 
up to side top of the doll’s head. The wig 
is ready for braiding and a few finishing 
stitches at the sides of the head. 

This method of making rag dolls’ wigs is 
especially satisfactory because it permits 
the little girl to braid and unbraid her 
doll’s “hair” without loosening the wig.—

THERE IS, in Gogol, a wondrously 
ornate description of fish decor: 

“And let the garnish for the sturgeon be 
rich. Garnish it with crayfish and little 
fried fish, with a stuffing of little smelts, 
add fine mince, horseradish and mush- 
rooms and turnips, and carrots and beans, 
and is there any other root?” 

“I might put in kohlrabi and beetroot cut 
in stars,” said the cook. 

“Yes, put in kohlrabi, and beetroot...” 
The whole must have been quite as fancy 
as a Christmas tree, but what happened 
to the sturgeon? 

Chefs of the West are wiser, we think— 
are more concerned with fundamentals, 
the bones and roots of things, than with 
such culinary frippery. 

Note, please, in the following report on 
this, the March meeting of the Chefs of 
the West, how each winning candidate 
stresses a basic principle in fish cookery. 
Chef Richard W. Simmons couples keen 
taste buds with scientific training, and 
brings care and precision to the cooking 
of salmon. 

He spent graduate years at the University 
of Washington working on the nutritional 
requirements of young salmon (they need 
most of the things we do, he says); later 
he served as a food and nutrition officer 
in the army, where he faced the real prob- 
lem of adequate fish cooking. Now he is 
with the research department of Pacific 
American Fisheries, Inc., in Bellingham, 
Washington, working on projects for the 
improvement of canned salmon. 

It is our hope that this background will 
give emphasis to his account of the im- 
portance of low temperatures in the cook- 


ing of fish: 


ON COOKING SALMON 

The usual fried salmon steak is a pretty 
poor compromise with the potential good- 
ness of the raw material, due mainly to 
high temperature cooking, and the piling 
up of off-flavors in the scale pockets of 
the skin of the fish following capture. Our 
dye penetration studies show that no or- 
dinary rinsing or cleaning will remove the 
millions of tiny organisms in the skin 
niches. Thus it behooves the good chef to 
have the salmon skinned at the market 
or to skin it himself. 

A particularly good buy is the tail piece 
of the King salmon, which is usually pre- 


pared as a skinned fillet in the market. 
Having a good piece of salmon, tempera- 
ture control is the key to perfection. To 
accomplish this, fill a pot with water 
weighing about four times as much as the 
fish to be cooked. Add salt at the rate of 
one teaspoon per quart, and I like to add 
about one-half cup of vinegar or dry white 
wine (to drop the pH of the brine to 
about 5). Bay and rosemary leaves also 
can be used to advantage here. When the 
cooking medium has reached exactly 180 
degrees, add the fish. Insert a roast ther- 
mometer in the center of the thickest part 
of the fish. Taking care not to let the 
water boil, allow the fish to warm to an 
internal temperature of 160 degrees, which 
takes about 10 minutes. Then remove 
gently from the pot. 

This method yields a fine solid piece of 
salmon, with none of the strong flavor 
which is frequently associated with it. 
When cool, it is excellent for flaking, and 
can be broken into large, firm myomeres. 
This is the only way I know in which sal- 
mon flakes of such size and strength can 
be obtained. Moreover, once its heavy 
skin is removed, the lowly chum salmon 
makes as good eating as its fancier cousins.

Chef Peter O’Crotty of Santa Monica 
Canyon, California, has a tender regard 
for the rock fish of California, which are 
cheap, plentiful, and have the flavor of 
Dolly Varden trout when properly pre- 
pared. Although they’re called rock cod 
in the market, they’re not really codfish 
at all. 

Peter O’Crotty knows, too, the impor- 
tance of the simple sauce, one that adds 
to rather than covers up the delicate fla- 
vor of the rock fish.

Mackerel are almost as old as time, yet 
often they're treated like country cousins 
in the fish market. But the strong taste 
vanishes and mackerel become metro- 
politan fare when you follow the simple 
rule of Chef M. C. Cockshot of Arcadia, 
California, who, when not cooking or fish- 
ing, is a mechanical engineer: 


A WAY WITH MACKEREL 

As soon as it is caught, break the fish’s 
neck by twisting its head backwards and 
allowing it to bleed. Also, run a sharp 
knife down the dark line running from 
gills to tail. 

On arriving home, clean, cut off the head, 
and remove all traces of blood and veins. 
Dry with a damp cloth; do not wash. Split 
open and flatten out. Soak in a solution 
of salt and water (plenty of salt) for 24 
hours. Then wash off all traces of salt and 
paint liberally with liquid smoke. Grill 
lightly for five minutes to a side over oak 
bark coals. Serve hot or cold. These make 
a good snack, or even a meal with a salad 
and beer.

Adventures in food 


EVEN in such a little thing as buying 
and cooking a variety of fish, there’s that 
old fear of the unfamiliar to be conquered. 


If unfamiliarity with the varied harvests 
of the Pacific Ocean has restrained you 
from new experiences in fish cookery, the 
following chart should allay some fears. 


There are seasons for fish, as surely as 
there are seasons for strawberries and 


avocados and the first sweet apricots. 
Note the number of local fish specialties 
in your area. Perhaps you have over- 
looked them. 

Many of the fish listed here are not men- 
tioned in cookbooks. The key to their 
cooking is in the notation “lean or fat.” 
All of the advice on cooking fish can be 
summed up like this: add fat to lean fish; 
subtract excess oil from fat fish.

Fry over moderate heat; turn only once. 


Fat fish—method preferred for cooking 
all small fish. 

Flour and fry in mixture of half oil and 
half butter. 

Method not recommended for fat fish 
steaks such as tuna or King salmon. 


Lean fish—method preferred for fillets 
or steaks. 


Flour and pan-fry or deep fat fry. Serve 
with rich, tart sauce. 





BAKE 











Bake fish on oiled baking dish or oiled 
brown paper or parchment. Do not fill 
fish more than 2% full of stuffing. Bake in 
400° oven until fish flakes at point of 
sharp knife. 


Fat fish 

Brush with oil, sprinkle with salt and 
lemon juice. Tomato sauce or slices may 
be arranged over the top. 


Brush generously with oil or butter and 
baste several times as it bakes. A good 
basting sauce is oil in which a sliced lemon 
and a crushed garlic clove have been 
standing for 30 minutes. Or slash fish in 
several places and cover with bacon strips, 
salt pork, or ham skin. 





STEAM 











Steam or simmer; do not boil. Add lemon 
juice or vinegar to water to firm and 
whiten flesh. Part dry white wine or to- 
mato juice may be used as liquid. Onion, 
garlic, and herbs may be added. 


Fat fish 

Tie in cheesecloth so that it may be easily 
removed from kettle. Place on rack and 
cover tightly. Serve with sauce. This 
method eliminates excess fish oil. 


Lean fish 

Add olive oil or salad oil to liquid. Excel- 
lent for fish stews or chowders, so liquid 
is often highly seasoned tomato juice or 
tomato sauce.

FROZEN FISH 

There’s year-round fishing in the freeze 
chests found in nearly every market. 
Boneless fillets and fish steaks, wrapped 
tightly and then frozen, are there for the 
reaching. They are ready to cook when 
partially thawed, and are done in a mat- 
ter of minutes. 

That’s right—complete thawing before 
cooking is not necessary; in fact, it is to 
be avoided if you want the best fresh 
flavor. Unwrap frozen fish and allow it 
to defrost until slightly soft to the touch 
but still icy within. 

Through experimentation we have arrived 
at some figures for cooking frozen fish. 
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Times given are for partially thawed 
fillets or steaks. 


Frying—use moderate heat. 

Fillets, 4% inch thick—2 minutes each side. 
Steaks, 34 inch thick—3 minutes for 
each side. 

Before frying, dip fish in flour, then in 
slightly beaten egg mixed with a table- 
spoon of lemon juice and salt, then in 
more flour, crumbs, or cornmeal. Or dip 
in flour alone. Use enough shortening to 
keep from sticking. Turn only once. 


Baking—at oven temperature of 400°. 
Fillets, ¥% inch thick—15 minutes. 
Steaks, 34 inch thick—20 minutes. 

To bake, place fish steaks or fillets in 
well-greased pan, brush generously with 
oil or butter, and bake until fish flakes at 
the point of a knife. No turning necessary. 
No odor in the house. 


Broiling—2 inches from heat. 

Fillets, 4% inch thick—5 minutes on one 
side only. 

Steaks, 34 inch thick—12 minutes on one 
side only. 

To broil, use comparatively high heat for 
a short time for best results. The amount 
of heat is regulated by the distance the 
food is placed from the heat. The whole 
broiling operation is simplified if the fish 
is arranged on a greased, shallow pan in- 
stead of directly on the broiler rack. 
Brush fish with oil or other fat, season, 
and broil. Baste at least once while it is 
cooking. Do not turn.

SOME SATISFY their urge to create 
by turning a yard of goods into a frilly 
apron. Others create in the kitchen by 
adding a touch of genius to a basic recipe. 
And there is as much satisfaction in this 
as there is in sewing a neat seam. 

Not long ago, we went into the kitchen to 
see what we could do with dried figs— 
too often neglected and left to dry further 
on the pantry shelf. We wanted to create 
some fig recipes that were our own. We 
juggled basic ingredients, added flavoring 
and spice. We tested and tasted and sub- 
mitted our favorites for critical approval. 
And here are the winners. 

These bars are similar to those you can 
buy at your local grocery store, only even 
better. A not-too-sweet cooky dough sur- 
rounds the figs, whose flavor has been 
heightened with lemon juice and spice. 


FIG BARS

Sift, then measure flour; sift again with 
baking powder and salt. Cream together 
shortening and sugar until fluffy. Add egg 
and vanilla; beat until smooth. Stir in 
flour mixture alternately with milk, mix- 
ing until smooth. Chill. Grind dried figs 
and combine with sugar, hot water, lemon 
juice, and spices in saucepan. Cover and 
cook slowly until softened. Stir well to 
make paste of spreading consistency. Chill. 
Roll chilled dough 1% inch thick; cut in 
strips 6 inches long and 3 inches wide. 
Spread filling down center and fold over 
edges with spatula until they meet in cen- 
ter. Place on cooky sheet, folded side 
down. Bake in a hot oven (400°) about 
15 minutes, or until brown. Cut each strip 
into three bars. Makes 36 bars.

In this quickly made cooky, the crunchi- 
ness of oatmeal is a desirable contrast to 
the soft texture of figs. 


FIG OATMEAL STRIPS 
Y2 cup shortening 

cup brown sugar 

V2 teaspoon salt

Cream shortening, sugar, and salt until 
fluffy. Sift flour, measure, add to creamed 
mixture, and blend well.

Place figs in a strainer over a little boiling 
water until the figs are plump. With a 
sharp, pointed knife make a small slit in 
the side of each fig. Mix chopped almonds 
with enough honey to hold the nuts to- 
gether, then stuff each fig with a small 
amount of this mixture. Place the figs in 
a shallow baking dish; pour over the wine. 
Place in moderate oven (350°). Heat thor- 
oughly but do not boil. Baste figs occa- 
sionally with the wine. Serve hot with 
sweetened whipped cream flavored with a 
few drops of almond extract. Serves 8.

Q—How can I keep sweaters soft 
after washing? 


| SOME COOKS like to plan menus on 
a “feast-or-famine” basis, and it’s not a 
bad idea. Rib roast or steak every day 
certainly would be terrifically uninterest- 
ing. One plan of menus we like is the 
Sunday-Tuesday sequence, with a large 
roast for the family’s Sunday dinner, a 
skip on Monday to get away from the 
idea of “leftovers,” and the remnants of 
the roast prepared in a flavorful fashion 
on Tuesday.

THESE authentic Italian recipes were 
given to us by Mrs. Patricia DeMattei, 
née Murphy, of Colma, California—who 
admits that corned beef and cabbage and 
Mulligan stew appear regularly on her 
table, too. When an Irish cook decides she 
is going to discover the secrets of Italian 
cookery, sure an’ the results are bound to 
be excellent. 

This Antipasto may be a first course for 
any meal, or it may be used for Sunday 
night supper with crusty bread and a crisp 
salad. Panettone, a fruity yeast bread, was 
originally featured at Christmas time in 
Italian homes. Now it is served around the 
year for any holiday or special occasion. 


ANTIPASTO 
This recipe will fill about 20 half-pint jars, 
depending somewhat on how much you 
sneak out of the kettle as you go along. 
1¥2 pounds each carrots, pickling onions, 
green beans, and cauliflower 

6 cans anchovies (with or without capers) 

2 quarts cider vinegar 

2 cans (8 oz.) tomato sauce 

4 cups tomato juice 

3 cans small button mushrooms 

1 jar artichoke hearts packed in vinegar 


1 large jar stuffed olives 

2 cans colossal ripe olives 

1 jar capers 

1 quart olive oil 

1 to 2 cans solid pack tuna 
Cut carrots in quarters lengthwise, then in 
l-inch pieces. Peel onions, cut beans, 
break cauliflower into flowerets. You can 
use frozen beans and cauliflower if fresh 
vegetables are not available. Cook vegeta- 
bles and anchovies in cider vinegar until 
vegetables are half done, about 10 min- 
utes. Drain well. Combine tomato sauce 
and juice and bring to a boil. Add drained 
vegetables, mushrooms, halved artichoke 
hearts, olives, capers, and olive oil. Boil 
10 minutes. Pack in sterilized 14-pint jars, 
pushing a piece of tuna down in the top 
of each jar. Seal.

Bring to a boil a handful of 
dry mushrooms; drain, chop, sauté, and 
toss in the kettle along with mushroom 
water, 1 can of tomato sauce, and 1 red 
hot pepper. Simmer.

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March in your garden 


IT MAY take several weeks before you'll 
know which plants survived the January 
freeze. Don’t be hasty in cutting back. 
Old dead growth at the top gives some 
protection to live wood at the base. The 
appearance of green shoots is a sign the 
plant is alive and has resumed growth. By 
the time shoots are 1 inch long on such 
plants as fuchsias, geraniums, and helio- 
trope, it should be safe to prune. In the 
coastal fog belts, frost-damaged plants 
can be pruned sooner than in exposed 
valley areas. 

You still may be able to find deciduous 
plants in bare reot at the nurseries. They 
should be planted immediately, before ac- 
tive growth starts. 

As far as planting is concerned, March is 
a month in which it pays to know your 
climate. In higher areas there is still 
danger of frost, so planting of annuals 
must be delayed. Along the coast, real 
warm growing weather is still several 
weeks ahead. People in the warm valleys 
must recognize that spring hardly begins 
before summer comes, and there is danger 
in delaying planting of cool weather flow- 
ers and vegetables. 


WHAT TO DO THIS MONTH 

Sow seeds in flats. To get full garden en- 
joyment from your annuals, it’s a good 
plan to concentrate first sowings this 
month on plants that like cool weather, 
and delay sowing warm weather plants 
until the end of the month. There’s no 
point in trying to hurry spring. 

Start these cool weather plants in flats 
before the warm weather begins: scabiosa, 
browallia, anchusa, snapdragon, African 
daisy (arctotis), mimulus, nicotiana, age- 
ratum, petunia (a heat lover that is slow 
to germinate), phlox, and stock. 

Later (mid-March into June), sow these 
warm weather annuals: aster, marigold, 
zinnia, Mexican zinnia (tithonia), cos- 
mos, and balsam (impatiens). 


Sow some new faces. The annuals listed 
above are mostly well-known old-timers. 
Several of those not so well known to 
sow this month are discussed in detail 
elsewhere in this garden guide. They are: 
kingfisher daisy (Felicia Bergeriana), Mex- 
ican tulip-poppy (hunnemannia), and 
aster Interlaced Pink (a new introduction). 


Sow seeds in the open. The following an- 
nuals do best when sown where they are 
to grow: mignonette, nasturtium, nigella, 


Swan River daisy, godetia, gilia, gypso- 
phila, helianthus, California poppy, schi- 
zanthus, alyssum, and nemesia. 


Plant annuals from nursery flats. Here is a 
list of annuals which can be purchased in 
flats at the nursery now for bloom this 
summer. The nurserymen go along with 
the seasons and offer mostly cool weather 
annuals at this time: snapdragon, calen- 
dula, candytuft, annual chrysanthemum, 
petunia, pansy, scabiosa, and viola. 


Plant these perennials in the sun. Peren- 
nials are purchased as dormant root 
clumps, as growing plants in pots or cans, 
or as seedlings in flats. They should be 
planted in a more permanent place than 
annuals, as the same plants will bloom 
year after year. In sunny places plant 
these perennials now: carnation, delphi- 
nium, gaillardia, Transvaal daisy, geum, 
penstemon, nierembergia. In planting a 
perennial border, remember that plants 
in groups of three or larger are more at- 
tractive than single plants scattered here 
and there. 


Plant these perennials in the shade. These 
perennials which will grow and bloom in 
the shade can be set out now for bloom 
this summer: coral bells, digitalis, forget- 
me-not, columbine, Canterbury bells, 
astilbe, francoa, and plantain lily (hosta). 
The latter three may be hard to find at 
the nurseries. Try a firm that specializes 
in perennials. 


Plant summer bulbs. These bulbs can be 
planted now for summer and fall bloom: 
giadiolus, agapanthus, achimenes, bill- 
bergia, caladium, calla, crinum, mont- 
bretia, oxalis, zephyranthes. 

The white zephyranthes does best in full 
sun, the red will take more shade. Crinums 
do very well in the shade and like plenty 
of water. Tuberous begonias should be 
started in flats of moist peat and kept in 
a warm place. 





Summer hyacinth and Peruvian daffodil 


The giant summer hyacinth Galtonia can- 
dicans can be planted now for bloom in 
July. It is fragrant and has foliage similar 
to, but larger than, amaryllis. Peruvian 
daffodil (ismene) with white, fragrant lily- 
like flowers is a good summer blooming 
bulb to plant now. 


Divide perennials. There is time to divide 
certain perennials and still get bloom this 
summer. Lift clumps with a spading fork 
and take divisions from the outside. Re- 
plant in a well-prepared soil. These can 
be divided now: fall blooming anemone, 
Michaelmas daisy, phlox, helenium, heli- 
anthus, Shasta daisy, gypsophila. 


Spray. Spray roses every 7 to 10 days 
with a multipurpose spray. Specially pre- 
pared rose spray kits contain all the in- 
gredients necessary for growing season 
spraying. Follow manufacturers’ direc- 
tions. 

Spray blackberries, loganberries, and 
raspberries early this month for black- 
berry mite. Use a lime-sulfur spray. 
Begin spraying apples, pears, and quinces 
for codling moth toward the end of this 
month. The first spray should be applied 
when 2% of the petals are off. Use 50 per 
cent wettable DDT. See Timing is the 
secret of successful spray programs on 
page 70 of the January Sunset. 

Spray deciduous shade trees this month 
for red spider, scale, and mites. Use a 
spray consisting of summer oil mixed with 
Bordeaux, or any other spray containing 
copper. This spray mixture will rid plane 
trees of sycamore scale.

Continue spraying for aphis, the garden’s 
ever-present pest. Use nicotine sulphate 
or a multipurpose insect spray. 


Control ants. Holding down aphis in your 
garden will be much easier if you first con- 
trol the ants. The latest and probably the 
most satisfactory poison developed to 
date is chlordane. Most commercial ant 
poisons now contain it. Look for it on the 
list of active ingredients. 

Make cuttings. Cuttings of fibrous be- 
gonias, coleus, fuchsia (new shoots), 
marguerite, geranium, deutzia, and hy- 
drangea can be made this month. Clematis 
cuttings can be rooted at this time as fol- 
lows: take cuttings of 2 or 3 inches of new 
growth with a heel of old wood, and insert 
heel in compost and sand. Don’t look for 
much growth from them until the second 
year. March is generally the preferred 
month for making chrysanthemum cut- 
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tings. See step-by-step picture description 
in this issue. 


Feed. Any early blooming shrubs which 
are through blooming can be fed now with 
commercial fertilizer. Scratch it into soil 
and water well. 

Spring bulbs which are through bloom- 
ing, such as narcissus and tulips, can be 
fertilized. Fertilizer forces out more leaves, 
and the leaves, in turn, manufacture more 
food for next year’s flower production. 


Prepare for April lawn sowing. Although 
fall is generally recommended for lawn 
sowing, spring-sown lawns are faster and 
are perfectly successful where summers 
are not too hot. If you plan to sow a lawn 
in April, do your spading this month— 
when and if the soil is workable. Spade to 
a depth of 10 or 12 inches, throw out rocks 
and debris, and allow the soil to settle. If 
a clay subsoil makes for bad drainage, 
remove topsoil, pile it up to one side, 
break up subsoil with a pick or mattock, 
and replace topsoil.

Core for established lawns. Established 
lawns can use a feeding now. Use a com- 
plete fertilizer, evenly distributed over 
the lawn surface, 25 to 35 pounds to 1,000 
square feet. Water in thoroughly. Fill in 
low places with a mixture of loam, sand, 
and peat. Bare places can be scratched 
with a rake and reseeded, then covered 
lightly with peat or compost. 

Prune. Don’t be afraid to cut sprays from 
your flowering fruit trees. Such cutting 
actually serves as pruning, forcing out 
vigorous new growth. 

Herb garden chores. For kitchen use and 
garden interest, a satisfactory herb gar- 
den consists of the following: chives, sum- 
mer savory, sweet marjoram, rosemary, 
thyme, sage, tarragon, sweet basil, cher- 
vil, parsley, mint. If you have an herb 
garden, March is the time for these chores. 
Lift mint plants which have become too 
thick. Separate and replant in freshly 
prepared soil. This is a yearly job which 
insures a good supply of mint, but con- 
fines it to its own quarters. 

Lift seedlings of marjoram and use them 
as a border in the herb garden. If there 
are any extras, grow some for cut flowers. 
Divide chive clumps. Use them to border 
the herb garden or as a cover plant in odd 
corners. When in bloom the chives look 
attractive with dwarf lavender or rose- 
mary, which also have lavender flowers. 


Sow sage and thyme. 
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Divide tarragon and replant in a sheltered 
spot where the soil is light. 


SEASONAL ROCK GARDEN COLOR 
A rock garden can be many things. Typi- 
cally, it is an area in which rocks, sunken 
to appear as natural outcroppings, are 
accompanied by so-called rock or alpine 
plants. These include annual and peren- 
nial low creeping plants, small shrubs, 
bulbs, and even miniature trees. The rocks 
offer a setting against which to feature 
interesting pkants—plants which would be 
lost in a broad expanse. 

With rocks and creeping plants for a per- 
manent setting, taller plants can be used 
to give color changes throughout spring, 
summer, and fall. 


Bulbs give most of the spring color (but 
not from March planting). The yellow and 
white of tulips and daffodils, along with 
alyssum and perennial candytuft, are 
most appealing in the spring. 

In summer the color grouping could 
change to the blue of agapanthus and 
ceratostigma, pink of erigeron and dian- 
thus, and mixed colors of gazanias. 

In fall, bronze and red might predominate. 
For this color combination, try a low 
cotoneaster, such as C. adpressa or C. a. 
praecox, or a dwarf barberry such as Ber- 
beris gracilis, with single yellow chrysan- 
themums. One of the most attractive 
plants in the November rock garden is 
yellow lantana. Its flowers and foliage, 
even in mid-November, are crisp and in 
perfect condition. 


DWARF SHRUBS FOR THE 

ROCK GARDEN 

Here are some small, colorful shrubs we 
have seen used very successfully in rock 
garden plantings. 

Dwarf stone-cresses (aethionema), a must 
for the rock garden, are in bloom now, and 
their soft pink and rose-pink blossoms will 
remain well into April. These are tiny lit- 
tle shrubs which have attractive foliage 
and are very dependable. 

Among a number of fine sun roses, or 
helianthemums, is a favorite called Apri- 
cot. Its foliage is always glossy and at- 
tractive. Its only drawback is that it is a 
great spreader. However, it can be held in 
check by cutting after bloom. 

For a dry spot, cinquefoil (Potentilla 
fruticosa) does well. It has small, flat, 
yellow blossoms similar to those of the 
strawberry, and grows to about 8 feet.

KINGFISHER DAISY 

The kingfisher daisy (Felicia Bergeriana) 
is a miniature edition of the popular per- 
ennial blue marguerite or agathea (Felicia 
amelloides). Low, compact, covered in 
early summer with deep sky-blue, yellow- 
centered flowers, this annual offers a wel- 
come change from ageratum or dwarf 
petunias as an edging. It is as effective in 
walls or rock gardens as it is as an edging. 
Once established, it seeds itself readily. 
Kingfisher daisy makes a useful summer 
filler in the rock garden to follow aubretia, 
arabis, alyssum, and other spring bloom- 
ing perennials. Or it can be interplanted 
with pink and white verbenas for sum- 
mer blue on a bank or in a parking strip. 
If you can’t find transplants of the king- 
fisher daisy in nurseries, sow seeds, which 
are available in ‘some garden supply 
houses. Or, if you don’t want to delay 
planting, try instead the larger blue mar- 
guerite, but allow more space and keep it 
back from the edge of the border. Inci- 
dentally, this larger perennial combines 
easily with geraniums, penstemons, snap- 
dragons, and dusty miller. 


SEED OF THE MONTH— 
INTERLACED ASTER 

An excellent annual which we used for the 
first time last year was an aster called 
Interlaced Pink. We sowed it in flats in 
late March and set the plants out in May. 
It came into bloom in August and lasted 
well into September. 
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The blossoms were very large, about 6 
inches across, and colored a delicate light 
pink. The petals of the blossoms were long 
and interlacing, giving it a name, as well 
as a graceful effect. The stems were long 
and willowy, but sturdy enough to hold 
up well. 

Try this aster in a bed of regal lilies to 
give color after the lily blossoms are gone. 
For companion plants, use white dianthus 
and dwarf ageratum (light blue). 

Seed companies can’t agree on what to 
call this aster. You will find it variously 
listed as Super Giant, Super Giant of Cali- 
fornia, and Giant Interlaced. It probably 
is given a few other names, too. But, if 
you give your seedsman the plant’s full 
description, you can’t miss. It comes in 
one other color—crimson.

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WHY A FRUITLESS MULBERRY? 
Any up-to-date list of fast growing shade 
trees contains the entry fruitless mul- 
berry. It is a fast growing, round headed, 
fairly compact deciduous tree which sel- 
dom grows higher than 30 feet. It has 
some special qualifications, too: It is 
drought resistant, good in hot climates, 
and successful in heavy alkaline soils. 
But there have been mulberries on the 
market for years, and their particular 
merits include most of these points. 
However, they also carry great quanti- 
ties of soft sweet berries to which there 
are objections on all sides. To adult 
palates, they are too sweet to be edible. 
To careful gardeners, they are objection- 
able because they mess up the garden and 
attract birds from miles around. And, to 
the dried fruit people, they are a curse 
because they draw Carpophilus hemip- 
terus, or dried fruit beetle. 


But now there is fruitless mulberry. 
With all the advantages of its fruiting 
cousins, but without their fruit, it belongs 
high on any list. At present it is being 
carried mostly in the valley’ areas, where 
its drought resistance makes it a popular 
item. However, there is no reason why it 
shouldn’t be more widely handled along 
the coast; it probably will be as the de- 
mand for it increases. 


SHRUB OF THE MONTH 
Lily-of-the-valley shrub (Pieris japonica) 
is the shrub to see at the nurseries this 
month. Its gracefully drooping white 
flower clusters have just begun to open. 
For some months past, reddish unopen- 
ed buds have been conspicuous on the 
branch tips. In addition to the blossoms, 
the bush is luxuriantly clothed with nar- 
row glossy evergreen leaves which retain 
their fresh look throughout the year. But 
the most pleasing feature of this 6- to 
10-foot evergreen is the pinkish bronze 
color of the new foliage. 





Here are its cultural requirements: Pieris 
thrives in an amply watered soil, and usu- 
ally performs best in a position where it 
receives some protection from the sun 
during the hottest part of the day. Being 
an ericaceous (acid-loving) plant, it can 
be used very satisfactorily in plantings 
of rhododendrons, camellias, and azaleas. 


RHODODENDRON SOCIETY 

If you grow a dozen or more rhododen- 
drons and are interested in learning more 
about the fine points of their culture, their 





background, and the plants with which 
they associate best, you are on the way to 
becoming a rhododendron specialist. And 
because you are not likely to find all you 
want to know about this great and rather 
complicated plant group through ordinary 
channels, you should look into the Ameri- 
can Rhododendron Society and its annual 
yearbook. 

Officers of the American Rhododendron 
Society are John Henny, Jr., Brooks, Ore- 
gon, president; R. C. DeClements, Brem- 
erton, Washington, vice-president; George 
D. Grace, Portland, secretary; and E. R. 
Peterson, Portland, treasurer. 


The Rhododendron Yearbook for 1948, 
edited by Robert Moulton Gatke, includes 
articles by such authorities as Clement 
Gray Bowers, Joseph B. Gable, G. G. 
Nearing, Donald Hardgrove, Lester E. 
Brandt, John G. Bacher, Brian O. Mul- 
ligan, Herman J. Grootendorst, C. A. 
James, and John Henny, Jr. Among sub- 
jects covered are nomenclature, hardy hy- 
brids, soils for rhododendrons, and rhodo- 
dendrons for forcing. 

The yearbook is published by Binfords

MEXICAN TULIP POPPY 

An interesting summer flower, not a true 
annual but treated as one, is the Mexican 
tulip poppy (hunnemannia). Sow seeds 
where you want plants to bloom, since 
transplanting is difficult. Plants are bushy 
and about 18 inches high. The foliage is 
feathery and silver-green, the blossoms 
yellow, usually single, although there is a 
semidouble form. The blossoms can be 
used as cut flowers if picked in the bud. 





Mexican tulip poppy associates well with 
summer flowering blue annuals such as 
agathea, ageratum, or Aster Frikartii. 


ARBOR DAY—MARCH 7

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Tips on growmg 


chrysanthemums 


NEXT to tip cuttings, dividing is the 
most popular method of propagating 
chrysanthemums. A few specialists say 
they prefer divisions because of the time 
and handling saved by planting divisions 
directly after separating from the clump. 
To divide chrysanthemums, lift the entire 
clump, preferably with a spading fork so 
that roots will not be sliced off. From 
the outside of the clump, remove stocky, 
strong rooted shoots 4 to 6 inches long. 
Do not take shoots from the center of the 
plant, likely to be woody and less vigorous. 





Pinch out tips of the shoots. If you are 
planting in the cutting garden, set divi- 
sions 12 inches apart in rows the same 
distance apart. If you have ample room, 
18 inches is a better planting distance. 
Double rows with paths between each set 
of rows make a convenient arrangement 
in cutting gardens. 














PLANTING THE SHOOTS 

If the ground was not dug and fertilized 
with manure some months ago, dig it now, 
but add no manure. A safe way to add 
nutrients at this time is to mix a small 
amount of bone meal in the bottom of 
each hole, cover with a trowelful of soil, 
and set the division in place. 





When planting, be sure to spread out the 
roots of the division. Water in thoroughly,

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and mulch the surface with fine soil. If 
the weather is warm, shade with paper, 
cardboard, lath, muslin, or cheesecloth. 
When the plants remain stiff for several 
days, it will be safe to remove the cover. 





SUPPORTS FOR PLANTS 

To avoid later damage to feeder roots, 
stake at time of planting. Large, heavy 
flowered types on tall stems, such as the 
exhibition and some of the spiders and 
other novelties, need individual stakes. 
Select stakes high enough to support the 
plant when it has grown to full height. 
For tying, use raffia, strips of cloth, or 
soft twine. Make a loose tie so that stems 
or leaves will not be injured. A figure 8 
with one loop around the stake and the 
other around the stem is most secure. As 
the plant grows, make additional ties. 
Chrysanthemums in cutting rows are best 
supported by stretching two rows of wires 
between stakes driven in at 6-foot inter- 
vals. Place the first wire 12 inches above 
the ground, the second 12 to 18 inches 
above the first, depending on the ultimate 
height of the varieties. If wire is also run 
between the individual plants, they are 
sure to be held upright, however strong 
the winds. 





SPRAYING, WATERING, FEEDING 

Bait for snails, slugs, and cutworms at 
time of planting. Spray for aphis with a 
solution of nicotine sulphate and soap or 
a light oil spreader. Or you can dip the 
divisions in the same solution before plant- 
ing. Spray every three weeks through the 
growing season. On hot days, hose off 
plants with water one-half hour after 
spraying to prevent oil injury. 
Watering in furrows or with soil soaking 
devices is recommended in coastal and 
humid sections where mildew is likely to 
attack. In warm, dry areas, overhead wa- 
tering is recommended as a deterrent to 
red spider. But be sure to water early 
enough so that plants will be dry by night. 
When plants are 8 to 10 inches tall, pinch 
out tops to force development of laterals 
in the leaf axils. When these laterals are

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6 inches long, pinch them back to three 
leaves. If you want really bushy, stocky 
plants, pinch the third set of laterals in 
the same way. The final pinching should 
take place before August 1 in order to 
give time for full development of buds. 











Every three weeks, feed with balanced 
commercial fertilizer at the rate of 1 pound 
per 100 square feet. Or use weak liquid 
cow manure or liquid commercial ferti- 
lizer at the same intervals. 














Disbudding is necessary to obtain large 
exhibition blooms. Look for the crown 
bud, or the first bud to develop at the top 
of the stem. It will be followed by lateral 
growths at the ends of which are clusters 
of terminal buds. For one large flower, 
save the crown bud and remove terminal 
buds. If you want a few blooms of smaller 
size, pinch out the crown bud and save 
two or three of the terminal buds. 





OVERHEAD PROTECTION 

In sections where rains come early, over- 
head protection will keep chrysanthemum 
blooms in good condition far beyond the 
usual period. Protection is advisable espe- 
cially for the large-flowered exhibition 
types. Muslin treated with one of the 
commercial waterproofing materials, or 
with boiled linseed oil, makes a weather- 
proof covering. Wire glass or durable plas- 
tic cloth also can be used. Fasten the ma- 
terial onto a wood frame, preferably one 
that. is peaked or tentlike, so that rain 
will run off the sides. Puddles are likely 
to form on flat surfaces.

HANGING CONTAINERS put foli- 
age and blossoms at the eye level and 
offer more planting room in a limited 
space. But more than that, hanging masses 
of flowers give a luxuriant look to patios, 
walls, and fences. 

Fuchsias and begonias are favorites for 
hanging containers. But there are other 
possibilities, All you need is a plant that 
trails naturally, has attractive blossoms, 
and thrifty, interesting foliage. Seeds of 
many such plants, lobelia and balcony 
petunias for example, can be sown in flats 
now and transplanted in early summer. 


When you look for hanging containers in 
the garden supply stores, you probably 
will find clay pots and hexagonal or square 
redwood boxes. For shade and moisture- 
loving plants, redwood boxes are particu- 
larly adaptable. They are cooler and more 
moisture retentive. And there seems to be 
a more natural association between wood 
and the types of plants that grow in peat 
moss or leaf mold. If you use pots, make 
sure that they are kept well watered dur- 
ing hot days. 


SMALLER TRAILING PLANTS 

Trailing plants, considered nuisances in 
the neat bed or border, are invaluable for 
planting in boxes, tubs, and hanging pots. 
Planted around the base of taller growing 
plants in tubs, their tumbling, overflow- 
ing lines give a feeling of abundance to an 
otherwise ordinary container planting. 
Lobelia leads the list of trailing plants. 
The low growing, small flowered annual 
lobelias are varieties of L. erinus, and all 
are in shades of blue. The one that makes 
the best hanging plant is Sapphire, with 
dark blue blossoms and white eyes. 
Another trailer, and one you will undoubt- 
edly have to grow from seed because 
plants are not available, is black-eyed 
Susan ( Thunbergia alata). Flowers of this 
annual are white, buff, apricot, and or- 
ange, and bloom from summer to fall. 
Plan to grow it with Sapphire lobelia or 
the compact Cambridge Blue, in a win- 
dow box or pot. Since the seeds have hard 
coais and germinate slowly, it may take 
two weeks or more for growth to start. 
Campanula isophylla alba, with pure 
white flowers, and C. Portenschlagiana, 
deep blue bell shaped flowers, are excel- 
lent trailing plants for hanging pots or 
boxes. Nasturtium and Torenia Fournieri 
are two annuals which can be sown now 
for this purpose. Torenia, which should 
be sown in flats, bears a profusion of light 
blue tubular flowers in summer and fall.

that are different 


Try growing some of 
them from seed 


FOR GAY, rampant color in your sum- 
mer garden, you will naturally turn to 
such familiar annuals as zinnias, mari- 
golds, petunias, and many others. But if 
you are interested in single-color borders 
or in out-of-the-ordinary cut flowers; if 
you are looking for a different flower to 
grow in an odd corner, as a ground cover 
for tubbed plants, in pots near the door, 
or for a dull patch in the rock garden or 
wall, treat yourself to the fun of planting 
some annuals you've never tried before. 
It is not always easy to find nurseries 
which carry these less known annuals, for 
which there is little demand. Most of the 
time, you will have to grow them yourself 
from seed. Should you have difficulty in 
obtaining seeds or transplants of annuals 
mentioned here, write to the Sunset Gar- 
den Department, enclosing a stamped, 
self-addressed envelope. 


BLUE IN THE SUN 

Blue flowers have a cool, refreshing qual- 
ity, especially in hot climates. While vari- 
ous shades of blue will make a satisfying 
border, the contrast of white or clear yel- 
low will add sharpness and sparkle. Here 
is a successful combination: 

Try this border of lavender-blue, green, 
and white flowers against a redwood or 
painted fence or wall. Along the fence sow

morning glory (ipomaea) Pearly Gates 
for a background of green and white. In 
its own way, this climber is as beautiful 
as the popular Heavenly Blue. Next plant 
at least a double row of salvia Blue 
Bedder, whose lavender-blue spikes grow 
to 3 or 3% feet; next a row or two of 
snow-on-the-mountain (Euphorbia mar- 
ginata), unusual because of its icy green 
and white foliage, wonderful for summer 
arrangements.

BLUE IN THE SHADE WILL ADD BEAUTY TO YOUR HOME 


Although few summer annuals really like 
the shade, these four congenial blues will 
make an effective border if they receive 
full sun in the morning and light to me- 
dium shade in the afternoon. In hot valley 
climates, they will take heavier shade. 

Start along the edge with lobelia Cam- 
bridge Blue, a soft blue; then plant quite 
thickly browallia Sapphire, which has bril- 
liant blue, white-eyed flowers similar to, 
but larger than those of lobelia. Speciosa 
major is another bright blue browallia you 
could use here. In the background use 
white, night-fragrant tobacco plant ( Nico- 
tiana affinis). Even if there were a blue 
nicotiana, white would still be preferable 
because it lights up late afternoon shadows 
under trees or on the north side of a house.

lobelia. Or plant it in pots or boxes sur- 
rounded with a rim of trailing lobelia. 
There is also a strain of cuphea with lav- 
ender, lilac, pink, and rose flowers.

Growing even lower than firecracker plant 
are the white, lemon yellow, and bright 
yellow varieties of feverfew (matricaria). 
Better get acquainted with these little 
perennials that grow as fast as annuals 
and have small, buttonlike flowers on 
plants 8 inches high. There are three va- 
rieties — White Ball, Lemon Ball, and 
Golden Ball. All are good edgers, par- 
ticularly for beds of blue flowers, such as 
Chinese delphinium, Chinese forget-me- 
not, anchusa Bluebird, and salvia. 





Many gardeners have grown the tall cal- 
liopsis, an annual with finely cut foliage 
and daisy-like flowers similar to coreopsis. 
Few know the dwarf form which grows 
only 9 to 12 inches high. Yellow, orange, 
mahogany brown, and crimson flowers 
make, it a colorful edging for yellow or 
orange zinnias, marigolds, or dwarf dahl- 
ias. Use it, too, for bare spots in rock 
gardens, or plant it thickly on a bank. 
No special care is necessary for this plant; 
sow the seed where you want it to bloom 
and enjoy its flowers until frosts.

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These annuals are easy to grow, stand lots 
of summer heat if you are generous with 
water, and bloom until the frosts. 

If you have a small garden and prefer cut 
flowers with shorter stems, grow the lilli- 
put or dwarf feathered types which are 
15 to 20 inches tall. Try the crimson and 
gold celosias with an edging of dwarf, 
compact, yellow-flowered tagetes. These 
three make a rich, handsome border near 
the fresh green of a lawn or against an 
evergreen hedge. 

The tassel flower (cacalia) is something 
else to try if you like bright flowers for 
cutting. Its scarlet or gold flowers pn 
graceful branching stems have fluffy heads 
exactly like tassels. With this easy, fast 
growing annual, be sure to plant some 
Bluebird anchusa or dark blue Chinese 
delphinium to combine with it in arrange- 
ments. Fall colored leaves of the scarlet 
maple and the red and green leaves and 
red fruits of the castor bean also make 
striking backgrounds for arrangements of 
tassel flowers.

For the light, airy touch that is needed in 
mixed flower arrangements, grow some 
dainty stevia, an old-fashioned annual 
forgotten by too many gardeners. Its 
clusters of tiny white flowers on 214-foot 
stems bloom all summer. Let it add grace 
to plantings of bold annuals such as zin- 
nias and marigolds. If you like, you can 
substitute annual white babys breath 
(gypsophila) for stevia. 

If you’ve used rhubarb, chard, and arti- 
choke for arrangements, the idea of plant- 
ing a member of the cabbage family in 
your cut flower garden will not seem 
strange. Few flowers can make a more fas- 
cinating arrangement than flowering kale.

Tried and true 
tricks of vegetable 


gr Owing 





THE SUCCESSFUL vegetable gar- 
dener is one who combines the funda- 
mentais with various little tricks. Almost 
unconsciously, he observes such common 
fundamentals as deep spading and enrich- 
ment of the soil; careful firming-in of 
seeds and transplants; protection of seeds 
during germination, and of transplants 
after setting out. And he never fails to 
provide the all-important constant water 
supply which is necessary to produce 
rapid, unchecked growth of vegetables. 
But you can also be sure that in addition 
to practicing all these, he is probably ac- 
quainted with ideas like the following: 


DOOR STEP SALAD GARDEN 

Even though you have an acre of vegeta- 
bles, it still will pay you to grow a salad 
garden near your kitchen door. In a box 
or two or three tubs you can keep a con- 
tinuous succession of leaf lettuce, rad- 
ishes, and green onions coming on. Small 
sowings every three or four weeks will 
furnish the makings of green salads most 
of the year. One of the beauties of the 
salad box is its availability and the ease 
with which it can be protected from birds, 
snails, and other hazards of the open gar- 
den. If you put your box on casters, it can 
be moved easily in or out of the sun. 





SAND TRENCH FOR CARROTS 

Carrots aren’t as easy to grow as some 
gardeners like to think. They are pokey 
about germinating; even fresh seeds some- 
times take 18 days to sprout. Seeds are 
small and dry out easily. Long roots be- 
come crooked in heavy soils.

it you can grow long, straight roots even 
in heavy soils. 

With a spade make a trench 8 inches deep 
and 2 inches wide. Fill it with sand and 
sow seeds half an inch deep. Cover the 
row with burlap and keep it moist. Re- 
move the covering when seeds sprout. 
Feeder roots will soon make their way 
through the sand into adjoining fertile 
soil. To speed growth, apply a side dress- 
ing of balanced commercial fertilizer or 
liquid manure 2 inches from the row on 
each side when seedlings are an inch high. 








PICK THE RIGHT VARIETY 

If you grow carrots by ordinary methods, 
be sure to pick the right variety for your 
type of soil. It takes the short, stumpy 
roots of such varieties as French Forcing 
and Oxheart to make their way through 
heavy soils. In medium-heavy soils, grow 
half-long varieties such as Nantes, Dan- 
vers, Touchon, or Chantenay. Imperator 
and Streamliner, which have long, taper- 
ing roots, are for gardeners with light, 
sandy soils. 





THIN EARLY 

Don’t be timid about thinning. Thin be- 
fore seedlings are over 2 inches tall and 
before roots become intertwined. Allow 
enough space for carrots, beets, turnips, 
and lettuce plants to reach full size.

If you want to make the most of your 
space, plant vegetables that you can use 
in two ways. Both young thinnings and 
mature tops of beets and turnips make 
tasty greens.

A sowing of onion seeds will yield both 
green and dry onions. Sow seeds %4 to % 
inch deep, and keep them cool and 
moist while germinating. Thin when the 
seedlings are a few inches high, trans- 
planting some to make extra rows or to 
fill in bare spots. As they grow, continue 
thinning, using those removed as green 
onions. Onions that grow to full size can 
be dried and stored for later use.

New pest circular 


SIX WEEKS AGO, the California 
Agricultural Extension Service issued a 
new circular for the use of home garden- 
ers. It is: Circular X146, Ridding the 
Garden of Common Pests by A. E. Michel- 
bacher and E, O. Essig. If you’ve been 
keeping an eye on the Extension Service’s 
lists of publications, you will recognize 
this as one of the first new pamphlets 
issued in quite some time which pertains 
to home gardening. 


This circular should have as important a 
place on the gardener’s bookshelf as the 
spade in his tool shed. Its most com- 
mendable attribute is that the authors, 
both leaders in the field of entomology, 
present their information on the home 
gardener’s level. They have taken heed of 
the fact that chemical formulas for sprays 
and scientific names for insects are mean- 
ingless and therefore useless to the home 
gardener. This is a reference book of per- 
tinent information on pest control, not a 
general dissertation. 

In 38 pages the circular discusses spray- 
ing and dusting equipment, stomach pois- 
ens, contact insecticides, the most com- 
mon insects, pests, and diseases, minimum 
disease control programs for vegetables 
and flowering plants, and directions for 
mixing common sprays. This may seem 
like a lot of facts in so little space, but 
such is the nature of the book. 


The beginner will find a very clear defini- 
tion of chewing pests, sucking pests, and 
an explanation of why different sprays 
must be used to kill the two. Stomach 
poisons are used to kill chewing pests such 
as beetles and.leaf miners. Contact in- 
secticides are used for sucking pests such 
as aphis and red spider. 


Many of the recently introduced chem- 
icals, such as benzene hexachloride and 
chlordane, are discussed in the section on 
contact insecticides. 


The approximately three dozen pests dis- 
cussed are bugs which you, yourself, will 
very likely encounter in the garden. They 
are alphabetized by common names, with 
an accurate description of each pest’s 
appearance and habits, an enlarged pho- 
tograph, and a summary of the best con- 
trol measures to take. 


The gardener will be glad to see that the 
spray mixtures are on a backyard scale, 
for example, 3 gallons of water instead 
of 100.

THE COLLECTOR of camellias would 
not think of admitting a new camellia to 
his garden without a full report on its 
origin and family history. In your camel- 
lia shopping this month, you may meet up 
with King Lear, Pink Lady, or Straw- 
berry Blonde. They are rather new in the 
field and their histories are not too well 
known. Here are the stories of their 
origins as gathered by Claude Chidamian, 
camellia specialist: 


KING LEAR 

About 20 years ago, while driving -along 
a street in Portland, Mr. Otto Schwabe of 
the Rhodellia Nursery, West Linn, Ore- 
gon, was stopped by the sight of an unu- 
sual camellia in bloom. Although much 
neglected, the plant carried beautiful 
large, semidouble flowers of cherry red 
marbled with white. 

The owner did not know the name of the 
plant, but claimed that it had come from 
Japan several years before. (Neighbors 
later told Mr. Schwabe that many years 
ago a sailor brought the plant from the 
Orient in a sack.) She gave him several 
scions which he propagated and from 
which he developed his stock. 

Flowers and plants of this camellia were 
sent to leading propagators and growers 
all over the United States for purposes of 
identification. At that point, no one was 
able to identify it definitely, although sev- 
eral, including Mr. Schwabe, believed that 
it resembled Donckelari. In fact, for some 
time, Mr. Schwabe and other camellia spe- 
cialists in that area called it the Oregon 
Donckelari. Finally Mr. Schwabe decided 
to give it a name of its own. Because of 
its large, loose cluster of fragrant stamens, 
he called it King Lear, the Shakespearean 
character who is usually pictured with a 
large beard. 

Most nurserymen, after having observed

Camellia King Lear, red marbled white 
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its growth habits, are inclined to doubt its 
relationship to Donckelari. Although it 
strongly resembles Donckelari in its varia- 
bility of color, King Lear is credited with 
being a distinct variety. 

Unlike Donckelari, it is easy to root, is 
fairly rapid growing, and has not formed 
seed so readily as the well-known variety. 


PINK LADY 

About 10 years ago, a Peoniaflora plant 
in the nursery of E. H. Carter of Monte- 
rey Park, California, produced a bloom 
which immediately caught Mr. Carter’s 
attention. Although identical in shape and 
size to the other blossoms on the plant, 
this flower was a pure, delicate pink with 
a fringe of white softly bordering each 
petal. After propagating and blooming the 
sport for two or three years, Mr. Carter 
couldn’t decide on a name. One day he re- 
membered that as a young man he had 
seen a musical show called The Pink Lady, 
and the name struck him as very appro- 
priate for his new discovery. The following 
Sunday he put a 3-foot plant of the sport 
at the front of his nursery office with a 
sign reading: “New Variety — Recently 
Named Pink Lady.” Shortly after, Mr. 
Carter showed his new camellia and ex- 
plained its name to an interested couple. 
The lady looked at the sign with amaze- 
ment and, turning to Mr. Carter, informed 
him that she had played the lead in that 
musical comedy many years ago. 


STRAWBERRY BLONDE 

The variety now known as Strawberry 
Blonde first appeared at Mr. Carter’s 
nursery about a year later. One twig on a 
large Peoniaflora plant suddenly produced 
a delicate light salmon or apricot-pink 
bloom speckled with rich pink. Although 
the flower was the same size and shape as 
the parent, its coloring was unique among 
all camellia varieties. Mr. Carter immedi- 
ately pruned away the lower branches of 
the plant to force this particular twig. 
The sport was propagated and eventually 
given U.S. Patent No. 766. Before receiv- 
ing the patent, Mr. Carter kept his plant 
behind a wire enclosure and rarely show- 
ed it to anyone. One day, however, a par- 
ticularly enthusiastic lady who was allow- 
ed to see it remarked that it was the exact 
color of a strawberry ice cream soda. The 
word strawberry stuck in Mr. Carter’s 
mind. He remembered that typical straw- 
bérry blondes were said to have a creamy 
complexion with freckles across the bridge 
of the nose. This description seemed to fit 
his light salmon, pink-dotted camellia so 
perfectly that he named his new intro- 
duction Strawberry Blonde.

VEGETABLES FOR DECORATION 

Many gardeners overlook the decorative 
value of vegetables in indoor arrange- 
ments.

FOR WIRE HANGING BASKETS

permit drainage until the paper disinte- 


grates. Fill with your potting mixture and 
plant.—C. A., Hollywood, Calif.

TWO USES FOR TIN CANS 

Inventive gardeners find as many uses for 
the tin can as they do for cellophane tape.

With the few changes suggested here, a 
tin can will provide a perfect container 
for transplants until ready to set out in 
the garden. Remove both ends of the can 
with a can opener, and pound three evenly 
spaced dents around the rim at one end. 
An easy way to do it is to slip the can 
halfway over a garden stake or fence 
picket and pound the dents with a trowel, 
hammer, or any blunt tool. Drop one of 
the can ends into the top of the can, let- 
ting it slip into place at the bottom. The 
dents will keep it from falling out. The 


can will hold dirt and still provide ample 
drainage. When the time comes to trans- 
plant, simply push up on the bottom. 
Plant, roots, and soil come out in a com- 
pact unit—E. A. A., Sacramento, Calif. 





I cut out the tops and bottoms of tin cans, 
sink them into the ground to their full 
depth, and plant bulbs inside the protec- 
tive enclosures. I use different size cans 
for different bulbs—gallon cans for four 
tulip bulbs; a one-pound coffee can for a 
single tuberous begonia. Gophers, moles, 
and mice meet a solid wall of tin instead 
of a juicy, meaty bulb. —N. B. S., Carna- 
tion, Wash.

garden notes 


WORLD’S LARGEST WISTERIA 
From about March 15 to April 24, the 
world’s largest wisteria vine, located at 
the foot of Mount Wilson in Sierra Madre, 
California, will be covered with lavender 
bloom. During this period, two events are 
scheduled to be held beneath the vine’s 
40,000 square foot spread. They are the 
Fifty-sixth Annual Wisteria Fete and the 
California Rare Potted Plant Show. Watch 
for dates of these in newspapers of the 
area. At the latter, more than 1,000 un- 
usual species of plants from all over the 
world will be exhibited. 

How the vine grew is a story in itself. 
Planted from a gallon can in 1893, it 
thrived although it received no special 
care. In two years, the vine covered the 
front porch. Then it began creeping over 
the roof, entering windows, doors, and 
finally cracking boards. After it had nearly 
enveloped their house, the owners moved 
out rather than restrict its growth. This 
original home now provides one of the 
principal supports for the wisteria. 


Once the plant’s remarkable vitality was 
recognized, it was given every artificial 
means to help it continue spreading, in- 
cluding hypodermic injections of vitamin 
B-1 and tons of fertilizer. The vine needs 
constant watering, because it transpires 
nearly a ton of water a day.

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Silverfish and book lice 


How to control two household pests 


SOONER OR LATER, the average 
householder will make the acquaintance of 
silverfish or fish moths and psocids or book 
lice. Although the two are completely dif- 
ferent physically, they are often confused 
because they live in the same general sur- 
roundings and favor the same food. Here 
is how to recognize and control them. 


SILVERFISH 





Of the two, silverfish are the worst offend- 
ers. Any starchy substance, including glue 
in bookbindings, paste on wallpaper, sizing 
of paper, and even starched curtains and 
clothes, constitutes their food. 


Silverfish will not tolerate the outdoors, 
and prefer to live in rooms where there is 
plenty of heat and moisture. If hard 
pressed for food, they will rummage about 
in unheated attics where a quantity of 
starch is available. 


The most common silverfish is Lepisma 
saccharina. Its 1%-inch, fish-shaped body 
is covered with small silver scales. Wav- 
ing, 4 inch long antennae sprout from its 
head and two hair-like structures called 
cerci extend from its abdomen. There 
seems to be no reason for these extra-long 
appendages. With them, the silverfish 
measures nearly 14% inches in length. 


The fire brat or Thermobia domestica is a 
dark-colored silverfish. It is found near 
heating units of residences, commercial 
buildings, and industrial establishments. 
Although their physiological activities 
reach their maximum in the warm furnace 
rooms of buildings, these pests are not 
brought in by deliveries of wood or coal, 
as is commonly believed. 


CONTROL 

A 10 per cent sodium fluoride (cryolite) 
dust should be used where the pests are 
numerous. A 5 per cent solution of DDT 
in an oil base should be applied only where 
silverfish are known to thrive. Take care 
in applying either of these materials, be- 
cause both are poisons. Do not use them 
where there is a possibility of contaminat- 
ing food. Apply several times for adequate 
control, since neither poison gives imme- 
diate results, 


BOOK LICE 

So small and shy as to remain almost un- 
noticed, and so harmless that little damage 
has ever been reported from their tiny 
jaws, book lice (psocids) are nevertheless 
unpleasant to have around. They live in 
old, musty papers and books and dislike 
disturbance. If you open a book that has 
not been moved for a long time, you may 
notice a dozen or so very active, cream- 
to yellow-colored insects about half the 
size of a pinhead. When disturbed, they 
seek cover in a series of dashes, scurrying 
quickly for a short distance, stopping for 
a few seconds as if to catch their breath, 
repeating the process until they are hidden.

CHARACTERISTICS 

These small, aphid-like insects are less 
than ¥ inch long. The main feature of 
their over-sized head is a large, biting 
mouth. The antennae, or feelers, are usu- 
ally longer than the whole body length. 


Book lice do not feed on pages of old 
manuscripts as you might guess, but rather 
on the microscopic fungi found en them. 
They will also indulge in the paste and 
glue in book bindings. The United States 
Department of Agriculture Bureau of 
Entomology and Plant Quarantine has 
been unable to find concrete evidence of 
injury by book lice either to buildings or 
their contents, even when they were nu- 
merous. There is no known case of their 
having bitten humans or carried any kind 
of disease germ. 

Most buildings in temperate zones are in- 
habited by psocids of some kind. Occa- 
sionally, improperly packaged foods are 
infested with these pests. They are likely 
to be found in darkened closets or musty, 
unused rooms. 


CONTROL 

Ordinary household use and heating of 
rooms slows down the growth of psocids. 
As a control, apply a pyrethrum or rote- 
none dust in cupboard cracks and around 
door and window frames and baseboards. 
Sodium fluoride (cryolite) may be used, 
but it must be kept away from food. In- 
fested furniture should be fumigated by a 
commercial firm.
